Long  before  it  was  my  job  to  write 
about  the  Mac,  I’d  get  e-mails 
from  Mac  software  developers. 

Not  a  week  went  by  that  I  didn’t  get  a 
message  informing  me  that  some 
shareware  I’d  bought  had  been  updated 
to  add  some  new  features  and  to  fix 
some  bugs. 

Back  then,  getting  a  software  update 
meant  going  to  a  developer’s  Website, 
looking  for  a  Downloads  link,  and  then 
installing  the  downloaded  file.  I  remem¬ 
ber  thinking  that,  in  some  amazing 
future  time,  programs  would  automati¬ 
cally  check  for  new  versions  of  them¬ 
selves.  Maybe  they’d  even  offer  to 
download  and  install  those  updates 
automatically. 

Apparently  I  wasn’t  the  only  one  who 
was  bugged  by  this  situation.  It  also  irked 
college  student  Andy  Matuschak.  But  he 
did  something  about  it:  He  wrote  a 
plug-in  system  that  automatically  updates 
software  over  the  Internet,  and  he  made  it 
available  for  free  to  any  Mac  developer. 
That  system — the  Sparkle  framework — is 
now  integrated  into  hundreds  of  Mac 
apps.  If  you’ve  ever  seen  one  of  those 


Software  Update  boxes  with  Install 
Update,  Skip  This  Version,  and  Remind 
Me  Later  buttons,  you’ve  used  Sparkle. 

Innovations  like  Sparkle  have  made  life 
easier  for  Mac  users  and  developers  alike, 
which  is  why  we’ve  given  it — and  Andy 
(who  now  works  at  Apple) — one  of  our 
Editors’  Choice  Awards  this  year. 

Only  the  Best 

I  love  our  annual  awards  issue,  because 
it  gives  Macworld’s  editors  a  chance  to 
get  together  and  talk  about  our  favorite 
products  of  the  past  year.  Every  one  of

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Apple’s  MobileMe  Gets  a  Face-Lift 

Suite  of  Internet  services  filled  with  new  features

You  Can  Call  Me  Cal  The  new  MobileMe  Calendar  looks  and  acts  like  the  Calendar  app  on 
an  iPad.  Behind  the  scenes,  it  uses  CalDAV  to  sync  much  more  effectively. 


Since  Macworld  last 
reviewed  MobileMe 
(Wl;  macworld.com/3774),  Apple’s 
suite  of  Internet  services  has  undergone 
numerous  changes,  but  has  it  kept  up 
with  the  competition? 

In  this  review  I’ll  look  first  at 
MobileMe’s  Mail,  iDisk,  and  syncing 
services,  and  then  move  on  to  the  other 
parts  of  the  suite,  with  an  emphasis  on 
what  has  changed  since  our  last  review. 

E-mail 

MobileMe  Mail  now  offers  server-based 
rules  for  filtering  incoming  mail,  auto¬ 
matic  message  retrieval  from  multiple 
POP  accounts,  the  option  to  use  the  From 
address  from  one  or  more  third-party 
accounts,  and  an  improved  Web  interface. 

MobileMe  still  lags  behind  competitors 
in  some  respects,  though.  For  example, 
its  server-based  rules  are  far  more  limited 
than  what  Mac  OS  X’s  Mail  and  Google’s 
Gmail  offer.  And  when  viewing  e-mail  on 
the  MobileMe  site,  you  can  search  only 
message  headers,  not  the  contents  of 
messages — a  frustrating  limitation. 


Syncing 

MobileMe  can  sync  data  between  your 
Macs,  Windows  PCs,  and  iOS  devices. 
For  calendars,  contacts,  and  Safari 
bookmarks,  MobileMe  offers  near- 
instantaneous  push  syncing.  You  can 
also  sync  certain  files  (such  as  keychains 
and  preferences)  between  Macs,  though 
not  with  other  devices.  Setting  up 


syncing  couldn’t  be  easier:  You  enter 
your  MobileMe  credentials  and  select  the 
data  to  sync.  You  can  view  and  edit  your 
data,  using  either  a  Mac  or  Windows 
application  or  the  MobileMe  Website. 


MobileMe’s  new,  dramatically  better 
Calendar  uses  the  industry-standard 
CalDAV  protocol  to  sync  calendars 
among  iCal,  your  iOS  devices,  and 
Apple’s  servers.  You  can  share  a  calendar 
publicly  or  privately,  optionally  granting 
read  and  write  access — a  huge  improve¬ 
ment  on  the  one-way,  publish-and-sub- 
scribe  method  Apple  used  earlier. 


For  the  time  being,  the  upgraded 
Calendar  is  optional,  and  the  process  of 
converting  your  data  and  devices  to  use 
the  new  system  involves  a  fair  number 
of  steps — Apple  could  have  done  more  to 
make  the  process  seamless. 

iDisk 

iDisk  is  20GB  of  online  storage  (shared 
with  e-mail),  which  you  can  use  for 
backups,  file  sharing,  and  other  activities. 
(You  can  upgrade  to  as  much  as  60GB 
for  an  additional  annual  fee.)  Your  iDisk 
can  sync  with  your  Mac,  giving  you  a 
local  copy  of  all  your  files.

MobileMe  has  improved,  but  its  quality  is 
uneven.  However,  not  all  of  MobileMe’s 
features  are  equally  important  to  all  users. 
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My  file  transfer  tests  yielded  surprising 
results.  A  10MB  file  that  took  more  than 
three  minutes  to  upload  to  my  Dropbox 
(www.dropbox.com)  synced  to  the  iDisk 
server  in  only  50  seconds.  But  a  7.8MB 
folder  containing  a  couple  hundred  files 
took  15  minutes  to  sync  with  iDisk  but 
less  than  two  minutes  with  Dropbox. 

MobileMe  now  lets  you  share 
individual  files  on  your  iDisk  with  others 
either  publicly  or  privately.  The  feature 
works  as  advertised,  but  would  be  more 
convenient  if  you  could  share  files 
directly  from  the  Finder.  OS  X  10.6.5 
added  support  for  SSL  encryption,  which 
makes  it  safer  to  use  your  iDisk  while 
connected  to  public  networks. 

Other  Features 

MobileMe  has  numerous  other  compo¬ 
nents,  all  of  which  have  seen  only  minor 
changes  since  2008:  Gallery  (for 
uploading  and  sharing  photos  and 
videos  on  the  Web),  Find  My  iPhone  (for 
locating  wayward  iOS  devices),  Back  to 
My  Mac  (for  file  and  screen  sharing  from 
a  remote  network),  and  Backup  (a 
no-frills  backup  application).  Of  these, 
the  real  standout  is  Find  My  iPhone,  but 
since  Apple  has  now  made  the  feature 
freely  available  to  anyone  with  an  iPhone 
4,  iPad,  or  a  fourth-generation  iPod 
touch  (macworld.com/6759),  it’s  no 
longer  a  reason  for  owners  of  those 
devices  to  purchase  MobileMe. 

Macworld’s  Buying  Advice 

MobileMe  has  improved,  but  its  quality  is 
uneven.  However,  not  all  of  MobileMe’s 
features  are  equally  important  to  all 
users.  If  you  plan  to  use  only  e-mail  and 
Web  hosting,  for  example,  it’s  hard  to 
justify  spending  $99  on  the  service.  But 
if  you  use  most  of  its  features  or  don’t 
want  to  hassle  with  products  from  a 
variety  of  vendors  to  get  most  of  the  same 
features,  MobileMe  is  a  bargain.  (It’s 
even  more  of  a  bargain  if  you  buy  a 
discounted  copy,  which  can  also  be  used 
for  renewals,  at  Amazon.com.)

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12-Core  Mac  Pro 

Powerful  tower  Mac  is  ideal  for  professionals

If  there  is  one  new  Mac 
Pro  that  sets  itself  apart 
from  all  other  Macs  past  and  present,  it 
is  the  new  12-core  Mac  Pro.  For  $5000, 
you  can  get  a  Mac  Pro  with  a  pair  of 
Intel’s  six-core  Xeon  Westmere  proces¬ 
sors.  If  you  consider  Westmere’s  support 
for  Hyper  Threading,  you’ll  have  24 
virtual  cores  available. 

Our  tests  of  the  12-core  Mac  Pro  show 
it’s  not  meant  for  the  average  consumer. 

It  was  only  in  the  handful  of  high-end, 
specialized  software  tests  that  the  12-core 
Mac  Pro  shined.  Results  from  the 
Cinebench  CPU,  HandBrake,  and 
MathematicaMark  tests  (all  using  the 
available  24  virtual  processing  cores)  were 
the  fastest  we’ve  seen.  The  12-core  Mac 
Pro’s  Speedmark  6.5  score  was  21  percent 
faster  than  the  8-core  2.4GHz  Xeon 
Westmere  Mac  Pro’s  (MM;  macworld 
.com/6459),  with  a  52  percent  higher 
MathematicaMark  score,  36  percent  faster 
Cinebench  R11.5  CPU  score,  and  19 
percent  faster  HandBrake  result.  The  new 
12-core  Mac  Pro  was  26  percent  faster 
overall  than  the  new  low-end  Mac  Pro 
(MM;  macworld.com/6458),  a  quad- 
core  system  with  a  2.8GHz  Xeon 
Nehalem  processor.

The  12-core  Mac  Pro  was  outper¬ 
formed  by  a  $3699  built-to-order  (BTO) 
Mac  Pro  with  a  3.33GHz  six-core  Xeon 
Westmere  processor. 

Compared  to  the  high-end  27-inch 
iMac  with  a  2.8GHz  Core  i5  quad-core 
processor  (f  f  f  f ;  macworld/6435),  the 
12-core  Mac  Pro  was  33  percent  faster 
overall.  However,  some  BTO  options  on 
the  iMac  will  yield  a  system  that  is  a 
better  overall  deal,  given  that  it  costs  con¬ 
siderably  less.  A  2.93GHz  Core  i7 
quad-core  iMac  costs  less  than  half  as 
much  as  the  12-core  Mac  Pro,  which  was 
just  17  percent  faster  overall — almost  all 
of  the  performance  benefit  of  the  12-core 
Mac  Pro  was  in  our  multiprocessor-sawy 
software  tasks. 

Macworld’s  Buying  Advice 

The  12-core  Mac  Pro  is  certainly  not  for 
everyone.  For  anyone  who  makes  a  living 
working  on  high-end  applications  that 
can  use  and  abuse  the  24  virtual  cores, 
the  amount  of  time  saved  on  processor¬ 
intensive  tasks  makes  the  12-core  Mac 
Pro  a  bargain.

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27-Inch  LED  Cinema  Display 

Glossy  display  works  well  for  general  consumers

Apple’s  27-inch  LED 
Cinema  Display  is 
basically  a  27-inch  iMac  without  the 
computer,  matching  closely  that  popular 
iMac’s  display. 

Like  the  iMac,  the  Cinema  Display  has 
a  flat  aluminum  stand,  a  black  border, 
curved  corners,  and  an  edge-to-edge 
glossy  glass  cover.  It  also  has  built-in 
speakers  and  an  iSight  camera. 

Also  identical  to  the  iMac  are  many  of 
the  display’s  specs.  Both  use  an  IPS 
(in-plane-switching)  panel  with  LED 
backlight,  a  256o-by-i440-pixel  resolution, 
a  178-degree  viewing  angle,  375  cd/m2 
brightness,  a  1000:1  contrast  ratio,  and 
16.7  million  colors. 

To  adjust  brightness,  you  can  use  the 
buttons  on  your  Apple  keyboard  or  open 
the  Displays  system  preference  and 
move  a  slider  there.  You  can  also  turn 
the  ambient-light  adjustment  on  and  off 
through  the  Displays  preference  pane. 
You  can  also  access  other  controls,  like 
color  temperature  and  target  gamma, 
through  this  menu  by  clicking  on  the 
Color  button  and  then  the  Calibrate 
button.  I’m  not  a  big  fan  of  the  squint- 
and-try-to-make-the-Apple-logo-blend- 
into-the-background  calibration  scheme 
that  is  still  in  use  with  the  Mac,  and  color 
professionals  will  most  likely  prefer  a 
display  that  offers  greater  control  over 
individual  color  settings. 

We  looked  at  the  display  side  by  side 
with  an  iMac,  as  well  as  with  some 
higher-end  displays.  Using  out-of-the-box 
settings,  the  display  was  bright  but  not 
overblown,  with  very  pleasing  colors. 
Photos  looked  great,  with  the  glossy 
screen  adding  depth  to  dark  areas  of  the 
image.  The  display’s  whites  and  grays 
were  a  bit  bluish  at  default  settings. 
Using  a  Datacolor  Spyde^Elite,  I

calibrated  the  display  to  100  cd/m2  and 
6500  degrees  Kelvin,  and  achieved  more 
neutral  grays;  it  also  helped  bring  out  a 
little  more  of  the  shadow  details. 

Since  the  display  has  a  glass  front,  glare 
can  be  distracting  on  such  a  big  monitor. 
But  I  did  my  side-by-side  testing  in  a  win¬ 
dowless  room,  so  I  didn’t  have  any  issues. 

Macworld’s  Buying  Advice 

Apple’s  27-inch  LED  Cinema  Display 
makes  a  great  companion  to  any  Mac, 
but  it’s  especially  well  suited  to  users  of 
Mac  portables,  who  can  take  advantage 
of  the  provided  Mag  Safe  power 


connector  and  the  display’s  USB  ports  to 
attach  keyboards  and  other  peripherals. 
While  its  glossy  screen  and  lack  of  easily 
accessible  color  and  ergonomic  adjust¬ 
ments  might  deter  some  users,  most 
fans  of  the  Mac  aesthetic  will  find  that 
this  display  fits  nicely  into  both  their 
workflow  and  their  workspace.

But  if  you  want  a 
poster-size  collage, 
artfully  arranged, 
you’ll  want  to  turn  to 
Posterino.  First,  you 
choose  one  of  the 
nearly  two  dozen 

templates.  Next,  you  select  the  orientation,  size,  and  resolution  of  the  poster.  Then  it’s 
time  to  fill  in  your  poster’s  wells  with  your  photos. 

Posterino  integrates  with  iPhoto,  Aperture,  Adobe  Lightroom,  and  common  Mac 
OS  X  photo  locations  (such  as  your  Pictures  folder)  to  display  photos  in  a  built-in 
image  browser.  Select  an  iPhoto  album,  for  example,  and  its  photos  are  displayed  in 
the  preview  area.  You  can  drag  individual  images  into  wells,  or  you  can  select  an 
album  and  click  Fill  At  Random  to  have  Posterino  randomly  choose  photos  from  the 
selected  album  or  folder  and  insert  them  into  the  wells.  You  can  reposition  each 
photo  within  its  well  and  adjust  the  photo’s  zoom  level  and  cropping. 

At  any  time,  you  can  adjust  the  poster’s  paper  size,  orientation,  dots-per-inch  setting, 
and  background.  You  can  apply  filters  to  the  entire  poster  or  to  individual  photos,  and  you 
can  tweak  the  size  and  rotation  of  any  photo  well.  Other  tools  let  you  add  frames,  text, 
photo  metadata,  and  other  elements  to  your  poster.  You  can  save  your  poster  as  a  JPEG 

or  TIFF  image,  send  it  as  an  electronic 
postcard  via  e-mail,  import  it  into  iPhoto 
to  order  a  print  through  Apple’s  printing 
service,  upload  it  to  Flickr,  or  simply  use  it 
as  your  desktop  image.

I  Research  suggests  that  bright 
light— and  especially  bright  light  of 
particular  color  temperatures— keeps 
your  brain  from  progressing  through  its 
normal  winding-down  process  as  it 
gets  later  in  the  day.  It  should  thus 
come  as  no  surprise  that  looking  at  a 
computer  display  late  at  night— espe¬ 
cially  if  the  display  is  calibrated  to  be 
bright  and  clear  during  the  day— can  be 
both  visually  irritating  and  a  contributor 
to  sleep  problems. 

Flux  is  a  utility  that  aims  to  alleviate 
these  issues  somewhat  by  mimicking,  on 
your  computer  screen,  the  natural  tran¬ 
sition  from  bright,  higher-temperature 
daylight  lighting  to  softer,  lower-tempera¬ 
ture  indoor  lighting.  The  program  uses 
your  location  to  determine  the  local  times 
for  sunrise  and  sunset,  and  then  each 
evening  it  gradually  dims  your  display  and 
shifts  its  color  balance  so  that  it  better 
matches  your  indoor  lighting— whether 
from  tungsten,  halogen,  fluorescent,  or 
full-spectrum  bulbs.  Then  each  morning, 
Flux  shifts  back.

I  Menu-bar  utilities— programs  that  make  their  features 
accessible  via  a  systemwide  icon  in  the  menu  bar— are  quite 
popular  for  providing  useful  features  without  taking  up  room  in 
the  Dock.  But  there’s  a  drawback  to  menu-bar  utilities:  Once  you 
get  too  many,  the  menus  of  regular  programs  can  start  to  crowd 
out  the  icons  in  the  menu  bar,  especially  if  your  display  isn’t  very 


big.  One  solution  would  be  to  switch  to  a  program— such  as  the 
Finder— with  fewer  menus,  which  would  leave  more  room  for  the 
icons  to  the  right.  But  if  even  the  Finder’s  menus  encroach  on 
your  menu-bar  extras,  NoMenuBar  can  help.  It  forgoes  all  but  a 
single  menu  of  its  own,  leaving  the  rest  of  the  menu  bar  free  for 
other  uses.  Whenever  you  want  to  access  a  menu-bar  icon  that’s 
been  overrun  by  menu  titles,  just  switch  to  NoMenuBar.

I  CopySwap  is  a  unique  utility  with  a  single 
feature:  It  lets  you  swap  text  between  a  document  and 
the  Clipboard.  (In  other  words,  you  can  copy  selected  text 
to  the  Clipboard  at  the  same  time  that  you  replace  that 
text  with  what’s  already  on  the  Clipboard.)  Normally,  you’d 
paste  the  Clipboard’s  contents  next  to  the  text  you’re 
replacing,  then  select  the  text  being  replaced,  and  then  use 
the  Cut  command.  This  isn’t  an  arduous  process,  but  if  you 
perform  the  task  many  times  each  day,  it  can  get  tedious. 

With  CopySwap  running,  you  select  the  text  you  want  to 
replace  and  then  press  CopySwap’s  configurable  keyboard 
shortcut.

EEBB  If  you’re  a  fan  of  Google’s  Gmail  e-mail  service  but  prefer  the  features  of  a 
dedicated  e-mail  client  over  Gmail’s  Web  interface,  Sparrow  (macworld.com/ 
6741),  currently  in  beta,  is  worth  a  look.  Rather  than  connecting  to  Gmail  using 
the  IMAP  protocol— which  doesn’t  support  Gmail  features  such  as  labels, 
archiving,  and  conversations— Sparrow  treats  Gmail  like,  well,  Gmail. 

On  the  left,  Sparrow  displays  an  icon  for  each  Gmail  account  you’ve  configured. 
Click  an  account  icon,  and  it  expands  to  display  icons  for  the  various  Gmail  views: 
Inbox,  Starred  mail,  Sent  mail,  your  various  labels,  Drafts,  and  Trash.  Click  any 
view’s  icon  to  display  a  list  of  corresponding  messages  to  the  right.  Double-click  a 
message  to  view  it  in  a  separate  window;  or,  if  you’ve  chosen  to  show  Sparrow’s 
preview  pane,  simply  select  a  message  to  display  it  to  the  right  of  the  message 
list.  Using  Sparrow  is  much  like  working  with  Mail:  For  example,  clicking  an  e-mail 
link  on  a  Web  page  opens  a  new  Sparrow  message  window;  and  you  can  drag  a 
document  to  Sparrow’s  Dock  icon  to  attach  the  file  to  a  new  message.  The 
program  even  uses  Mac  OS  X’s  Address  Book  to  autofill  contacts. 

But  Sparrow  also  supports  Gmail  features  such  as  labels  and  archiving,  and  you 
can  set  up  aliases  to  use  a  different  From  address  than  your  Gmail  e-mail  address.  In 
Sparrow,  message  conversations  even  display  much  like  they  do  in  Gmail.  The

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Apple  Releases  iOS  4.2 

Update  brings  multitasking  to  the  iPad,  new  features  to  all  iOS  devices

You’re  in  Control  Swipe  from  left  to  right  on  iOS  4.2’s  multitasking  shelf,  and  you’ll  find  a 
handy  new  control  panel  that  puts  commonly  used  features  right  at  your  fingertips. 


In  November,  Apple  released  iOS  4.2, 
a  free  software  update  that  brings  the 
features  of  iOS  4  to  the  iPad  for  the 
first  time,  along  with  some  new  features 
of  its  own. 

What’s  New  for  Everyone 

Arguably,  iOS  4.2’s  most  important  new 
feature  is  AirPlay,  an  updated  version  of 
Apple’s  AirTunes  feature  that,  among 
other  things,  allows  iTunes  10  and  iOS 
devices  running  iOS  4.2  to  stream  video 
to  a  TV  via  the  new  Apple  TV  (see 
“Hands  On:  AirPlay  on  the  Apple  TV,” 
Playlist,  page  72). 

The  other  big  feature  in  4.2  is 
Air  Print,  which  lets  iOS  devices  print 
directly  and  wirelessly  to  a  handful  of 
HP  ePrint  printers.  Unfortunately,  one 
of  the  features  originally  promised  for 
AirPrint — the  ability  to  use  a  Mac  or  PC 
as  an  intermediary  to  print  to  a  wider 
range  of  printers — did  not  appear. 

When  Macworld  asked  Apple  about 
the  missing  functionality,  a  company 
representative  would  not  comment  about 
the  matter  directly.  Instead,  he  said: 


“There  are  still  great  features  available 
through  apps  that  allow  you  to  accom¬ 
plish  [some  of]  that  capability.  For  now, 
AirPrint  is  for  AirPrint-enabled  printers.” 

In  addition,  iOS  4.2  includes  a  few 
new  features,  such  as  the  ability  to  search 
for  text  on  a  page  in  Safari,  a  choice  of 
multiple  fonts  for  Notes,  and  new  text- 
message  tones  for  iPhone  4  users. 


What’s  New  for  iPad  Users 

The  iPad  has  been  a  full  step  behind  the 
rest  of  Apple’s  iOS  devices  for  five  long 


months.  With  iOS  4.2,  the  iPad,  iPhone, 
and  iPod  touch  will  be  running  the  same 
version  of  iOS  for  the  very  first  time. 

The  update  brings  the  iPad  the  same 
features  iOS  4  users  have  been  enjoying 
for  months:  multitasking,  folders,  a 
unified  Mail  inbox  and  conversation 
threading,  Apple’s  Game  Center  social 
network,  and  more. 


Among  other  new  features,  iOS  4.2’s 
fast  app  switcher  can  be  swiped  from  left 
to  right  to  reveal  a  control  panel  featuring 
a  handy  brightness  slider,  a  volume 
slider,  and  media  playback  controls. 
There’s  also  a  software-based  orientation- 
lock  button,  because  with  this  release 
Apple  has  changed  the  behavior  of  the 
iPad’s  physical  orientation-lock  switch — 
it’s  now  a  mute  switch,  which  silences 
notifications  (but  not  all  noise)  coming 
from  the  iPad. 

When  Macworld  asked  Apple  about  the 
reason  for  this  change,  which  some 
users  have  decried,  a  company  represen¬ 
tative  suggested  that  it  was  made  to 
provide  consistency  with  the  mute 
switches  on  the  iPhone  and  iPod  touch.

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Official  Google  Voice 
iPhone  App  Arrives

An  official  Google 

Voice  client  appeared 
in  the  App  Store  in 
November,  bringing  most  of 
the  service’s  features  to  the 
iPhone,  including  free  text 
messaging,  voicemail  tran¬ 
scription,  and  cheap  international  calls. 

But  the  app’s  appearance  also  signals 
the  end  to  a  controversy  stretching  back 
more  than  a  year.  In  July  2009,  Apple 
removed  all  third-party  Google  Voice  apps 
from  the  App  Store,  citing  the  potential 
for  user  confusion.  That  decision  sparked 
a  heated  debate  over  Apple’s  App  Store 
policies,  eventually  even  prompting  the 
U.S.  Federal  Communications  Commis¬ 
sion  to  get  involved.  In  an  August  2009 


response  to  the  FCC,  Apple  said 
that  it  had  not  actually  rejected 
Google’s  own  Voice  client  for  the 
iPhone  but  was  continuing  to 
“study”  the  app. 

Since  then,  the  two  tech 
firms’  relationship  has  been 
equal  parts  veiled  hostility  and  coopera¬ 
tion.  Not  long  after  the  Google  Voice 
fiasco,  Google  CEO  Eric  Schmidt  left 
Apple’s  board,  with  Apple  CEO  Steve 
Jobs  citing  increased  areas  of  competi¬ 
tion  between  the  two  companies. 

It  wasn’t  until  Apple  published  the 
App  Store  guidelines  in  September  that 
it  again  began  approving  third-party 
Google  Voice  clients  for  the  App  Store, 
paving  the  way  for  Google’s  own  client. 
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MobileMe’s  ‘Find 
My  iPhone’  Is 
Free  for  Some 
iOS  4.2  Users

As  part  of  iOS 
4.2,  Apple  made 
the  Find  My 
iPhone  service 
previously  found 
in  its  $99-per- 
year  MobileMe 
service  available  for  free  to  owners  of 
at  least  one  iPhone  4,  iPad,  or 
fourth-generation  iPod  touch. 

As  the  name  suggests,  this  feature 
enables  you  to  find  a  lost  iOS  device. 
To  access  Find  My  iPhone,  users  can 
log  in  to  Apple’s  MobileMe  site  or  use 
the  Find  My  iPhone  iOS  app. 

An  iOS  device  can  use  two  different 
methods  to  determine  its  location:  The 
iPhone  and  3G  iPad  come  with  a  GPS 
receiver,  letting  them  triangulate  their 
location  using  satellite  technology;  a 
Wi-Fi-only  device  uses  a  less  precise 
(but  still  effective)  system  that  scans 
nearby  Wi-Fi  base  stations  to  figure  out 
its  location  (although  this  requires  the 
device  to  be  on  a  Wi-Fi  network). 

Though  Find  My  iPhone  does 
indeed  let  you  view  the  location  of  all 
your  iOS  devices  on  a  map,  that’s  not 
the  only  thing  the  feature  can  do. 

If  you  lose  your  iOS  device  but  just 
know  it’s  around  somewhere,  you  can 
use  Find  My  iPhone  to  make  it  play  a 
sound,  even  if  it's  been  set  to  operate 
silently.  You  can  also  make  it  display  a 
message,  which  can  be  useful  if  you 
want  whoever  found  your  lost  device  to 
give  you  a  call  and  return  it  to  you. 

Two  other  features  of  Find  My 
iPhone  let  you  secure  the  device  when 
it’s  out  of  your  hands;  With  Remote 
Lock,  you  can  add  a  lock  code  to  your 
device  remotely,  so  that  whoever  has  it 
can’t  access  your  data;  Remote  Wipe 
irrevocably  deletes  all  your  data.

Verizon  may  not  have  an  iPhone 
to  sell,  but  that  doesn’t  mean  it 
can’t  be  buddies  with  Apple.  The 
carrier  began  selling  the  Wi-Fi  version  of 
the  iPad,  bundled  with  its  MiFi  portable 
hotspot  device,  at  more  than  2000  of  its 
retail  stores  in  October.  Longtime  Apple 
partner  AT&T  began  selling  the  Wi-Fi  + 
3G  version  of  the  tablet  at  its  own  retail 
stores  at  the  same  time. 

Since  the  iPad’s  3G  chip  doesn’t  work 
on  Verizon’s  network,  the  company 
offers  three  bundles  of  the  Wi-Fi  model 
and  a  Verizon  MiFi  2200  portable 
hotspot;  the  bundles  run  between  $630 
and  $830 — competitive  with  the  cost  of  a 
3G  iPad.  (Verizon  also  sells  the  iPads 
without  the  MiFi.)  Customers  who 
purchase  the  MiFi  bundle  can  sign  up 
for  a  no-commitment,  1GB  monthly  plan 
for  $20  a  month,  though  that  plan  isn’t 
available  to  existing  MiFi  users. 

Meanwhile,  AT&T  sells  the  Wi-Fi  +  3G 
iPad  (at  Apple’s  retail  price)  at  more  than 
2200  of  its  stores,  offering  no-commit- 
ment  250MB  and  2GB  data  plans  for  $15 
and  $25  per  month,  respectively.  In 
addition,  subscribers  of  the  3G  plans  get 
unlimited  access  to  AT&T’s  Wi-Fi

hotspot  network,  with  more  than  23,000 
locations  in  the  United  States. 

These  deals  with  Verizon  and  AT&T  fit  a 
pattern  with  Apple,  which  has  been 
broadening  the  reach  of  its  tablet  device  in 
recent  weeks;  previously,  it  announced 
similar  deals  with  retailers  like  Target  and 
Walmart.  Adding  Verizon  and  AT&T  stores 
means  that  Apple  has  increased  the 
locations  where  you  can  buy  an  iPad  by 
over  4000.  And  partnering  with  Verizon 
means  that  the  Apple  could  pull  in  a  lot  of 
customers  who  are  frustrated  by  their 
inability  to  buy  an  iPhone  for  that  network.

4  includes  a  protective  bumper  case  that  works  as  a  rail  system  for 
the  stand’s  connector  clip,  as  well  as  a  universal  camera-adapter 
clip  so  you  can  use  the  stand  with  a  traditional  camera.

Although  many  of  us  use  our  iPads  to  read  books  and  maga¬

e-reader  experience.

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Five  Fantastic  Address  Book  Tips 

Time-saving  tips  for  a  well-used  (but  often  ignored)  application

When  you  think  of  Apple’s 
most  intriguing  applica¬ 
tions,  Address  Book 

probably  doesn’t  spring  to  mind.  It  offers 
anything  but  the  sexiness  of  an  iLife  or 
iWork  application.  However,  thanks  to  its 
close  ties  to  Apple’s  Mail  and  iCal,  as 
well  as  to  your  iOS  devices,  it’s  one  of 
the  applications  you  use  most.  Make  the 
time  you  spend  with  it  more  productive 
by  using  these  tips  and  tricks. 

1.  Prune  Addresses  for  the  Road 

You  know  that  you  can  sync  your 
contacts  to  your  iPhone,  iPod  touch,  and 
iPad,  but  you  most  likely  don’t  need  to 
sync  all  of  them.  I’ve  found  it  helpful  to 
sync  only  those  contacts  that  have  both 
an  e-mail  address  and  a  phone  number 
to  my  iPhone. 

To  do  that,  open  Address  Book,  choose 
File  ►  New  Smart  Group,  and,  in  the 
sheet  that  appears,  create  two  conditions: 
Email  Is  Set  and  Phone  Is  Set.  From  the 
pop-up  menu  at  the  top  of  the  sheet, 
choose  All  so  that  the  rule  says  Contains 
Cards  Which  Match  All  Of  The  Follow¬ 


ing  Conditions.  Click  OK  to  dismiss  the 
sheet  and  create  the  group. 

You  now  have  a  smart  group  that 
contains  just  those  contacts  that  have 
both  an  e-mail  address  and  a  phone 
number.  But  you’re  not  done  yet, 
because  you  can’t  sync  smart  groups  to 
iOS  devices.  Select  all  the  contacts  in  the 
smart  group.  From  the  File  menu  choose 


New  Group  From  Selection.  This  creates 
a  standard  (meaning,  not  smart)  group 
from  those  contacts.  In  iTunes  choose 
this  new  group  you’ve  created  when  you 
sync  contacts  to  your  iOS  device. 

2.  Clean  Up  Your  Contacts 

If  you  open  Address  Book  and  find 
multiple  entries  for  the  same  person,  it’s 


time  to  put  things  in  order.  Choose  Card 
►  Look  For  Duplicates.  Address  Book 
will  do  exactly  that  and,  after  looking, 
produce  a  sheet  that  tells  you  how  many 
duplicate  cards  and  entries  it's  found.  By 
clicking  the  Merge  button  in  that  sheet, 
you  can  merge  those.  Optionally  you  can 
also  merge  cards  that  have  the  same 
name  but  different  information. 


3.  Use  the  Right  E-mail  Address 

Suppose  you  work  at  a  company  where 
you’ve  established  a  social  relationship 
with  a  select  number  of  coworkers.  If 
you  prefer  to  use  their  company  e-mail 
addresses  for  business  and  their  private 
addresses  for  off-hour  activities,  Address 
Book  makes  it  easy. 

Create  a  group  that  includes  work 
friends,  and  call  it  something  like  ‘Social 
Workers.’  Select  that  group  and  choose 
Edit  ►  Edit  Distribution  List.  In  the 
resulting  Distribution  List  window,  you’ll 
see  the  selected  group  and  the  name  of 
each  person.  The  column  header  next  to 
the  list  of  members  names  should  read 
Email  (if  it  doesn’t,  click  on  the  header 
and  choose  Email).  Locate  the  private 
address  for  each  member  and  click  on  it, 
so  that  it  becomes  bold.  This  makes  it 
the  default  address.  Click  OK  (see  “Stop 
Addressing  Fumbles"). 

Now  choose  the  group  that  you 
normally  use  to  contact  these  people  for 


Thanks  to  close  ties  to  Apple’s  Mail  and  iCal, 
as  well  as  to  your  iOS  devices,  Address  Book 
is  one  of  the  applications  you  use  most. 
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Stop  Addressing  Fumbles  When  correspondents  have  multiple  e-mail  addresses  (for,  say, 
personal  versus  work),  Address  Book’s  groups  and  the  Distribution  List  window  can  help. 


work  matters  (this  may  be  All  Contacts). 
Locate  these  same  pals  and  click  on  their 
work  e-mail  addresses  so  that  they  too 
are  in  bold.  This  is  now  the  default 
address  for  work  correspondence. 

When  you  wish  to  send  a  social 
invitation,  send  it  to  the  Social  Workers 
group.  The  invitation  will  be  sent  to  their 
private  address.  Otherwise,  select  them 
from  a  workgroup. 

You  can  use  this  same  technique  to 
configure  default  phone  numbers  and 
street  addresses.  Just  select  Phone  or 
Address  from  the  Email  header  in  the 
Distribution  List  window. 

4.  Back  Up  and  Share  Contacts 

Address  Book  provides  many  ways  to 
share  and  back  up  contacts.  If  you  wish 
to  back  up  all  your  contacts,  for  example, 
choose  File  ►  Export  ►  Address  Book 
Archive.  This  creates  exactly  what  it 
suggests — a  complete  collection  of  your 
contacts,  which  can  be  imported  into 
another  copy  of  Address  Book  (say,  the 
one  on  your  laptop  or  work  computer) 
through  the  File  ►  Import  command. 

You  can  also  copy  single  contacts, 
multiple  contacts,  and  single  and 
multiple  groups  of  contacts.  To  do  so, 


select  them  in  Address  Book  and  drag 
them  to  the  desktop.  The  item(s)  will  turn 
into  vCard  files,  which  generally  work 
with  all  of  today’s  contact-management 
applications.  (I  say  generally  because  some 
programs  don’t  support  vCards  that 
contain  multiple  contacts.) 

5.  Never  Miss  a  Birthday 

As  much  as  you  love  your  friends, 
family,  and  associates,  it’s  easy  to  forget 
an  important  birthday.  With  the  help  of 
Address  Book,  Mail,  and  Automator, 
you’ll  never  be  caught  short  again. 


Launch  Address  Book  and  choose 
Address  Book  ►  Preferences.  Click  the 
Template  entry  at  the  top  of  the  resulting 
window,  click  on  the  Add  Field  pop-up 
menu,  and  enable  the  Birthday  option. 
Now  work  through  your  contacts.  Click 
the  Edit  button  at  the  bottom  of  each 
card  and  add  birthdays  as  you  go. 

Launch  Automator  (in  /Applications/ 
Utilities)  and,  in  the  template  sheet  that 
appears,  select  iCal  Alarm.  Click  Choose. 
Create  a  workflow  containing  the  follow¬ 
ing  actions:  Find  People  With  Birthdays 
(found  under  the  Contacts  heading)  and 
Send  Birthday  Greetings  (found  under 
the  Mail  heading).  In  the  Find  People 
With  Birthdays  action,  choose  a  time 
period — This  Week,  for  example.  In  the 
Send  Birthday  Greetings  action,  enter  a 
message — for  example,  ‘Have  a  wonder¬ 
ful  birthday!’  If  you  like,  enable  the  Ran¬ 
dom  Image  For  Each  Recipient  option. 

Save  and  name  your  workflow.  When 
you  do,  iCal  opens,  creates  an  Automa¬ 
tor  calendar,  and  creates  your  birthday 
greetings  event.  Move  that  event  to  an 
appropriate  day  and  time,  and  make  it  a 
repeating  event. 

When  the  event  is  triggered,  a  new 
message  is  created  in  Apple’s  Mail  for 
each  recipient,  complete  with  a  subject 
heading  that  reads  “Greetings  from 
Youmame,”  a  “Dear  Nameofrecipient” 
greeting,  the  message  you  entered  in  the 
Send  Birthday  Greetings  action,  and  the 
image  you  selected  in  that  same  action. 
These  messages  are  created  as  drafts.  All 
you  need  to  do  is  send  them.

iOS  credit  card  readers  give  small  businesses  more  mobility  and  new  possibilities  at  a  lower  cost

When  Web  comic  artist  Rich 
Stevens  sells  his  original 
work  at  conventions,  he 
offers  his  customers  two  payment  options. 

“My  favorite  thing  to  do  is  ask  people, 
‘Cash  or  future?’”  the  Massachusetts 
man  says. 

Choose  the  “future”  option,  and 
Stevens  whips  out  his  iPhone.  Stevens 
swipes  the  customer’s  credit  or  debit  card 
through  a  small,  plastic  square  plugged 
into  the  headphone  jack.  On  his  phone, 
the  Square  app  processes  the  card — 
customers  use  a  finger  to  sign  for  the 
transaction  on  the  device’s  Multi-Touch 
screen — and  then  the  app  deducts  the 
price  of  the  sale  from  the  customer’s 
account,  crediting  it  to  Stevens.  It’s  a 
typical  credit  card  transaction,  only  cooler. 

Stevens  may  be  at  the  vanguard  of 
e-commerce.  A  growing  number  of 
companies — including  Square  (squareup 
.com),  Inner  Fence  (www.innerfence.com), 
Simply  Swipe  It  (store.simplyswipeit.com), 
and  VeriFone  (www.paywaremobile 
.com) — are  using  Apple’s  iPhone  and  iPad 
as  the  foundation  for  inexpensive,  low- 
commitment  card-reading  systems. 

iOS  Credit  Card  Readers  in  Action 

Here’s  a  sampling  of  who  is  taking 
advantage  of  iOS  credit  card  readers: 

Small  Businesses  San  Francisco’s 
Sightglass  Coffee  uses  an  iPad  running 
the  Square  application  as  its  cash 
register  and  card  reader. 

“It  was  convenient  for  us,  because  we 
didn’t  have  to  set  up  a  merchant  account 
with  the  bank  and  pay  annual  fees,”  says 
Jerad  Morrison,  who  co-owns  the  shop. 
“This  is  a  transparent,  clear  process.” 

Mobile  Businesses  Washington  D.C.’s 
Red  Hook  Lobster  Pound  is  a  bit 
fancier — and  a  bit  pricier — than  most 
big-city  food  carts:  The  lobster  roll  meal 
costs  $18.  That  made  a  card-reading 
system  imperative.  Doug  Povich,  who 
runs  the  cart  with  his  wife,  Robyn,  says 


that  the  iPad  they  use  with  the  Square 
app  is  far  cheaper — and  more  stylish — 
than  the  $10,000  mobile  system  one 
credit  card  company  pitched  to  him. 

Vendors  at  Remote  Events  Lynn 
“Doc”  Cleland  goes  on  the  road  to 
demonstrate  the  Contour  helmet-camera 
system  at  snowboarding,  hang-gliding, 
and  motorcycling  events.  Until  recently, 
Cleland  would  refer  potential  customers 
to  the  company’s  Website.  But  that  all 
changed  when  he  discovered  Macally’s 
Swipe  It  app,  which  enables  him  to  use 
his  iPhone  to  charge  and  sell  on  the 
spot. 

Lower  Cost,  More  Mobility 

Some  of  these  iOS  credit-card-processing 
companies,  like  Square,  provide  busi¬ 
nesses  with  the  card-reading  devices  and 
iOS  apps  for  free.  Credit  Card  Terminal, 
which  requires  merchants  to  key  in  card 
numbers,  charges  them  $1  to  download 
the  app  and  a  $25  monthly  fee.  All  the 


companies  charge  merchants  a  fee  per 
transaction,  ranging  from  15  to  25  cents, 
plus  an  additional,  varying  percentage 
depending  on  the  type  of  transaction. 

The  transaction  fees  are  “similar  to 
what  you’d  be  charged  for  a  credit  card,” 
says  Kay  Luo,  a  spokeswoman  for 
Square.  She  adds  that  merchants  still 
make  out  better  because  the  equipment 
costs  are  so  much  smaller.  All  the 
companies  promise  strenuous  encryp¬ 
tion  of  card  data,  and  Square  offers  to 
e-mail  a  receipt  to  customers. 

Back  in  Massachusetts,  artist  Rich 
Stevens  is  helping  Square  promote  its 
product  by  word-of-mouth.  He  takes  the 
little  plastic  card  readers  and  hands 
them  out  to  artist  friends  who  want  to 
use  credit  cards  to  take  payments.  His 
experience  promises  a  bright  future  for 
the  fledgling  industry. 

“Every  cartoonist  I  bump  into  jumps 
the  moment  I  offer  them  one,”  Stevens 
says.  “It’s  like  being  Santa.”

QuickBooks  2011

REVIEW 


After  undergoing  a  fairly 
major  face-lift  in  2010, 
QuickBooks  2011  adds  only  a  few  new 
features  that  make  this  accounting  and 
small-business-management  application 
more  appealing  and  Mac-friendly. 


What’s  New 

Probably  the  most  significant  change  is 
multiuser  access  to  data  files,  which,  in 
practical  terms,  means  that  you  can  have 
up  to  five  users  access  a  single  Quick¬ 
Books  data  file  at  one  time. 

You  set  up  multiuser  mode  by 
selecting  Enable  Multi-user  Mode  from 
the  File  menu,  which  does  two  things:  It 
creates  an  initial  Administrator  user  for 
the  data  file,  and  at  the  same  time  it 
starts  a  QuickBooks  Server  that  runs  in 
the  background.  Once  multiuser  mode  is 
turned  on,  QuickBooks  lets  you  set  up 
other  users’  access. 

You  can  create  two  different  kinds  of 
users,  Administrative  and  Custom. 
Administrative  users  have  full  access  to 
your  data  file,  while  Custom  users  have 
access  only  to  the  areas  of  QuickBooks 
that  you  define,  including  things  like 
Accounts  Payable,  Accounts  Receivable, 
and  Inventory. 

Intuit  also  upgraded  QuickBooks’ 
tools  for  creating  reports,  invoices, 
statements,  and  other  forms.  It’s  much 
easier  to  add,  move,  and  manipulate 
objects  added  to  forms.  For  example,  the 
program  now  offers  alignment  guides 
similar  to  those  in  Apple’s  Pages.  These 
are  all  welcome  improvements. 

What’s  Missing 

Multiuser  access  to  files  comes  with  an 
important  caveat:  Mac  and  Windows 
users  can’t  share  the  same  data  files.  On 
top  of  that,  there’s  still  no  feature  parity 
with  the  Windows  version — these  are 
two  completely  different  applications 
with  two  completely  different  sets  of 
features.  The  file  formats  are  different, 
although  it  is  still  possible,  with  some

effort  and  limitations,  to  move  files  from 
Windows  to  your  Mac.  And  if  you  send  a 
Mac  QuickBooks  file  to  your  Windows- 
using  accountant,  you  may  find  some 
information  missing  when  you  reimport 
the  file  on  your  Mac. 

Macworld’s  Buying  Advice 

QuickBooks  2011  is  an  improvement  on 
last  year’s  version,  offering  necessary 
features  such  as  better  forms  customiza¬ 
tion  and  simultaneous  multiuser  access 


to  data  files.  But  it’s  still  a  mystery  why 
Intuit  lets  the  Mac  version  of  its  business 
application  lag  so  far  behind  its 
Windows  product.  Next  year,  we  hope  for 
better.

Epson  WorkForce  520  a 

Epson’s  WorkForce  520  color  inkjet 
multifunction  printer  (with  print,  scan,  copy, 
and  fax  functions)  deserves  credit  for 
breaking  two  inkjet  stereotypes:  It’s  not 
slow— in  fact,  it’s  blazingly  fast;  and  its  inks 
are  not  expensive— they’re  impressively 
affordable,  as  is  the  machine's  purchase 
price.  Unfortunately,  the  MFP  was  unable  to 
kick  one  inkjet  habit:  printing  mediocre  text 
quality  on  plain  paper.  Its  10.3-pages-per- 
minute  text  speed  outpaced  that  of  recent 
competitors  nearly  twofold;  scanning 
speeds  were  also  impressive.  Small 
businesses  live  on  plain  paper,  though,  and 
that’s  where  the  WorkForce  520  falls  short. 
On  plain-paper  tests  at  the  default  settings, 
text  showed  fuzzy  or  wavy  edges  and 
random  droplet  splatter— typical  inkjet 
shortcomings.  When  we  set  the  driver  to 
Fine  quality  (and  slower  speed),  the  text  still 
exhibited  artifacts,  but  you  wouldn’t  be 
embarrassed  to  show  it  to  a  client.  Inkjet 
MFPs  that  cost  as  little  as  the  Epson 
WorkForce  520  always  have  trade-offs.  In 
this  model’s  case,  you  get  fast  output  and 
cheap  consumables,  but  you  lose  some 
print  quality  (macworld.com/6684).

Dragon  Dictate  (formerly  MacSpeech 
Dictate)  a  solid,  efficient  program  that  will 
convert  speech  into  text,  as  well  as  let  you 
control  mouse-clicks  and  other  move¬ 
ments  with  your  voice.  MacSpeech 
Dictate  users  will  appreciate  a  new 
speech-recognition  engine  that  offers 
greatly  improved  overall  accuracy  and 
seems  to  work  faster.  In  some  tests,  only 
a  handful  of  words  needed  correcting. 

The  program  also  lets  you  use  multiple

Microsoft  Launches 
Cloud-Based  Apps 


Microsoft  has  unveiled  Office  365 
(office365.microsoft.com),  a  package 
of  cloud-based  services  that  includes 
Office  Web  Apps,  Exchange  Online, 
SharePoint  Online,  and  Lync  Online. 
Scheduled  to  ship  in  2011,  Office  365 
is  now  available  in  limited  beta  form  in 
13  countries  and  regions  worldwide. 

Office  365  will  be  available  to 
companies  with  fewer  than  25 
employees  for  $6  per  user  per  month. 
For  larger  organizations,  Microsoft  will 
offer  a  variety  of  services,  from 
bare-bones  e-mail  for  as  little  as  $2 
per  user  per  month  to  accounts  with 
more  features  that  will  run  $24  per 
user  per  month. 

Mac  users  will  be  able  to  use  the 
cloud-based  apps,  assuming  they’re 
running  OS  X  10.4  or  later.  The  online 
suite  will  be  compatible  with  Office 
2008.  Microsoft  says  it's  "exploring 
making  Office  for  Mac  2011  available 
as  part  of  the  options  that  customers 
have  with  Office  365.”  Office  365  will 
also  be  available  via  a  variety  of 
mobile  devices,  including  iPhones, 
Android,  BlackBerry,  and  Windows 
Phone. 

With  Office  365,  Microsoft  appears

Hands  On:  AirPlay  on  the  Apple  TV 

What  it’s  like  to  stream  video  from  your  iOS  device 

BY  JASON  SNELL 


ith  the  recent  release  of  iOS 
4.2  and  the  Apple  TV  4.1 
software  update,  we’ve 
officially  entered  the  AirPlay  era.  Here’s 
what  Apple’s  new  AirPlay  media-stream¬ 
ing  technology  does  and  how  it  works. 

AirTunes  Evolved 

AirPlay  is  an  evolution  of  AirTunes,  the 
system  that  allowed  Macs  or  PCs 
running  iTunes  to  play  audio  through 
either  an  AirPort  Express  or  an  Apple 
TV.  While  that  functionality  still  exists 
(and  will  be  extended  to  third-party 
devices),  AirPlay  expands  it  to  allow  the 
remote  playback  of  video  on  the 
second-generation  Apple  TV. 

Two  different  sorts  of  devices  can  send 
audio  or  video  to  an  Apple  TV  via 
AirPlay.  Macs  or  PCs  running  iTunes  10 
will  display  the  AirPlay  icon  if  there’s  an 
AirPlay-compatible  device  on  the  local 
network.  In  my  initial  testing,  I  was  able 
to  stream  audio  and  video  to  an  Apple 
TV  from  a  Mac  running  iTunes  10 
without  any  trouble. 


Any  iOS  device  running  iOS  4.2  can 
also  send  audio  or  video  via  AirPlay.  To 
enable  AirPlay,  you  first  must  select  the 
media  you  wish  to  play  back,  and  start  it 
playing.  Then  you  tap  on  the  AirPlay  icon 
and  select  an  AirPlay-compatible  device. 
After  a  pause  of  about  two  seconds,  the 
video  you  were  watching  on  your  iPad  (or 
iPhone  or  iPod  touch)  will  appear  on  the 
HDTV  attached  to  your  Apple  TV. 


The  most  remarkable  thing  about 
streaming  HD  video  from  an  iPad  to  an 
HDTV  isn’t  the  act  of  playback,  but  what 
happens  next:  I  pressed  the  iPad’s  Home 
button  and  switched  over  to  the  Mail 


app,  and  the  video  kept  playing.  AirPlay 
works  in  the  background,  continuing  to 
stream  media  remotely  while  you  do 
other  stuff.  You  can  even  put  the  iOS 
device  to  sleep  and  toss  it  in  the  corner; 
so  long  as  it’s  got  battery  power  and  a 
network  connection,  it’ll  keep  streaming. 

You  can  control  AirPlay  playback 
from  the  iOS  device,  of  course — the 
standard  set  of  play  and  pause  control 


buttons  are  available.  But  once  the 
streaming  starts,  you  can  also  just  pick 
up  the  Apple  TV’s  remote  and  control 
things  that  way.  Once  an  AirPlay  stream 
is  going,  it’s  really  no  different  from 
watching  a  movie  on  the  Apple  TV 
directly.  All  the  standard  Apple  TV 
remote  commands  work,  so  you  can 
play,  pause,  fast-forward,  and  even 
bring  up  a  chapter  list  and  skip  for¬ 
ward.  The  Apple  TV  buffers  as  much 
of  the  streamed  file  as  it  can,  so  fast- 
forwarding  is  smooth. 

I  tested  AirPlay  with  HD  and  SD 
videos  from  the  Videos  app,  and  it 
worked  great.  I  was  also  able  to  use 
AirPlay  with  the  YouTube  app.  However, 
AirPlay  didn’t  work  when  I  tried  to  play 
back  a  movie  trailer  from  Apple’s  trailers 
site  through  the  iPad’s  Safari  Web 
browser.  And  several  other  apps  I  tried,

which  do  support  video  playback,  simply 
wouldn’t  work  with  AirPlay.  They  would 
display  an  AirPlay  menu,  but  my  Apple 
TV  only  showed  up  as  an  audio-capable 
device.  (In  other  words,  I  could  play  back 
the  video’s  soundtrack  on  my  TV  set,  but 
the  video  would  only  show  up  on  the 
iPad.)  Presumably  developers  will  be 
able  to  update  their  apps  to  take  better 
advantage  of  AirPlay;  it  sure  would  be 
nice  to  play  back  live  game  video  from 
the  MLB  At  Bat  app  on  my  TV  set  when 
baseball  season  comes  around  again. 

AirPlay  is  for  more  than  just  video: 

You  can  also  use  it  to  share  photos  from 
within  iOS’s  Photos  app.  In  normal 
browsing  mode,  your  TV  mirrors  what’s 
on  your  iPhone  or  iPad.  Flip  into 
slideshow  mode,  and  the  contents  of 
your  slideshow  (music  included)  will 
play  back  on  your  TV  while  your  iOS 
device  shows  a  placeholder  graphic. 

No  Funny  Stuff 

But  lest  you  think  that  AirPlay  will 
enable  you  to  do  crazy  things  like 
playing  your  favorite  game  app  on  your 
HDTV  or  streaming  random  video 
formats  from  apps  such  as  VLC  Media 
Player,  you  need  to  understand  how 
AirPlay  actually  works. 

When  a  Mac  or  iOS  device  sends  a 
video  stream  to  the  Apple  TV  via 
AirPlay,  it’s  actually  sending  a  stream  of 
bits  from  the  source  video  file.  It  isn’t 
processing  those  bits  itself  in  any  way; 
it’s  simply  forwarding  them  to  the 
Apple  TV,  which  then  decodes  them 
and  displays  them  on  your  TV.  The 


upshot  is  that  AirPlay  will  work  only 
with  video  formats  that  the  Apple  TV 
itself  supports. 

So  if  you  tried  to  throw  an  MKV- 
formatted  video  that  you  had  down¬ 
loaded  at  your  Apple  TV,  it  just  wouldn’t 
work.  Likewise,  the  output  of  a  game  app 
would  have  to  be  encoded  into  an  Apple 
TV-compatible  video  format.  AirPlay 
already  comes  with  a  two-second 
buffering  delay;  add  to  that  the  time  it 
would  take  to  encode  video,  and  the 
output  of  your  game  would  be  impossi¬ 
bly  out  of  sync  with  your  iOS  device. 

There  is  one  AirPlay  interface  quirk  on 
iOS  devices:  You  have  to  begin  playing  a 
video  before  sending  playback  to  the 
Apple  TV.  By  contrast,  when  you’re  on  a 
Mac  running  iTunes,  once  you  select  an 
AirPlay  device  as  your  output  destination, 
iTunes  uses  that  device  until  you  tell  it  to 
stop  or  until  that  device  vanishes  from  the 
network.  This  is  a  better  approach  than 
having  to  start  playing  something  and 
then  quickly  switching  to  the  Apple  TV 
via  the  AirTunes  icon  every  single  time. 

Still,  despite  some  quirks,  AirPlay  is  an 
exciting  addition  to  the  Apple  TV,  and  it 
makes  it  a  more  flexible  device.  I  imme¬ 
diately  started  to  see  how  taking  an  Apple 
TV  with  you  on  vacation  could  be  a  good 
idea,  since  you  could  use  it  to  play  back 
any  videos  you  have  on  your  iPhone  or 
iPad.  If  you’re  on  a  home  network  with  a 
computer  containing  all  your  media  and 
running  iTunes  (like  I  am),  AirPlay  is  a 
little  less  compelling.  At  least,  until  a 
friend  comes  over  with  a  movie  on  his 
iPhone  that  you  want  to  see. 


The  Beatles 
Arrive  on  iTunes

After  years  of  rumors,  half-starts,  and 
legal  disputes  between  Apple  and 
the  Beatles’  Apple  Corps,  the  entire 
Beatles  catalog  is  finally  available  on 
the  iTunes  Store— the  first  online 
service  to  offer  it.  (Apple’s  exclusive 
deal  runs  until  some  time  in  2011.) 

In  the  press  release  announcing  the 
addition,  Jobs  said,  “Thanks  to  the 
Beatles  and  EMI,  we  are  now  realizing 
a  dream  we’ve  had  since  we  launched 
iTunes  ten  years  ago.”  Ringo  Starr 
chimed  in  as  well:  “I  am  particularly 
glad  to  no  longer  be  asked  when  the 
Beatles  are  coming  to  iTunes.” 

Single  albums  cost  $13,  with  double 
albums  going  for  $20.  Individual 
tracks  sell  for  $1.29  each.  A  complete 
set  of  the  group’s  albums  is  available 
for  $149.  Each  of  the  13  remastered 
albums  includes  a  minidocumentary 
on  the  making  of  the  album,  and  the 
complete  set  features  an  exclusive 
film,  “Live  at  the  Washington 
Coliseum,  1964.” 

Despite  Jobs’s  well-known  love 
of  the  group,  Apple  and  Apple  Corps 
have  had  a  tortuous  legal  history. 

The  Beatles’  company  sued  the 
nascent  computer  vendor  in  1978 
for  trademark  infringement,  and 
then  again  in  2003  when  Apple 
launched  the  iTunes  Store.  The  legal 
wrangling  lasted  until  2007,  when 
the  two  companies  struck  a  final 
settlement  that  cleared  the  road  for 
this  iTunes  deal.

While  some  people  think  that 
iTunes  has  become  bloated 
with  too  many  features, 
others  might  find  it  lacks  some  specific 
features  they’d  like  to  have — tools  for 
tagging  files  more  efficiently,  for  example, 
or  for  working  with  podcasts  or  videos. 

Fortunately,  iTunes  offers  a  huge 
AppleScript  library.  Script  wizard  Doug 
Adams  has  taken  advantage  of  that,  and 
the  results  are  found  on  Doug’s  Apple- 
Scripts  for  iTunes  (dougscripts.com). 
There,  he  has  collected  hundreds  of  free 
scripts  that  he  and  others  have  written. 
Here  are  some  of  my  favorites. 

(Note:  To  use  any  of  these  or  other 
iTunes  scripts,  you’ll  need  to  put  them  in 
the  youmsemame/Library/iTunes/Scripts 
folder.  If  there  isn’t  a  Scripts  folder  in 
that  location,  you’ll  need  to  create  one.) 

1.  PDF  Adder 

This  suite  of  scripts  lets  you  add  PDFs  to 
iTunes  and  tag  them  the  way  you  want. 
Add  any  kind  of  PDF  file  for  later 
syncing  to  an  iOS  device,  print  a  Web 
page  as  a  PDF  and  then  sync  it,  and 
more,  all  in  a  few  clicks. 

2.  Search  Wikipedia 

If  you  want  info  about  the  music  you’re 
listening  to,  this  script  will  search 
Wikipedia  using  the  Name,  Album, 
Artist,  or  Composer  tag  of  a  selected  or 
currently  playing  track. 

3.  Have  a  Quick  Look 

Want  to  play  just  one  track,  but  not  the 
music  following  it  in  its  playlist  or  in  your 
library?  This  script  will  do  so  by  playing 
the  song  with  Quick  Look.  Nice  bonus: 
The  song  will  continue  playing  even  if 
you  switch  to  another  program. 

4.  Search  YouTube 

This  one  will  look  up  the  currently 
selected  song  and  artist  on  YouTube,  to 
find  related  videos,  and  switch  to  your 
Web  browser  to  show  you  the  results. 


5.  Change  Hidden  iTunes 
Preferences 

Hide  Ping  buttons,  show  a  global  Library 
playlist,  use  half-stars  in  ratings,  and  much 
more  by  simply  selecting  a  few  check¬ 
boxes.  It  used  to  be  you  could  change  most 
of  these  via  iTunes  itself,  but  the  options 
were  removed  from  the  interface. 

6.  Remove  n  Characters  from  Front 
or  Back 

Classical  CDs  often  put  the  composer’s 
name  at  the  beginning  of  the  track 
name.  I  count  the  characters  in  the 
unwanted  name  and  then  run  this  script. 

7.  Update  Expired  Podcasts 

If  you  haven’t  listened  to  a  podcast  in  a 
while,  iTunes  stops  downloading  new 
episodes.  Normally,  it  takes  several  clicks 
to  tell  the  app  to  resume  the  downloads. 
Running  this  script  resumes  the 
downloads  for  all  your  podcasts  at  once. 


8.  Embed  Artwork 

Artwork  is  not  embedded  in  music  files, 
but  is  stored  within  your  iTunes  folder.  If 
you  move  the  music  files  to  another 
computer,  the  artwork  won’t  go  with 
them.  This  script  copies  the  artwork  and 
pastes  it  into  each  track’s  file. 

9.  Albumize  Selection 

If  you  download  music  that  isn’t  tagged 
correctly,  set  the  correct  order  and  then 
run  this  script;  it’ll  add  track  numbers  (in 
the  form  “l  of  n”)  so  albums  sort  correctly. 

10.  Spins 

Not  a  script  per  se  and  not  free,  Spins 
($io)  lists  your  most-listened-to  songs, 
artists,  albums,  and  more,  giving  you  an 
overview  of  what  you  really  listen  to.

How  to  Pull  Still  Images  from  Any  Video 

Extract  a  single  frame  from  a  digital  movie  to  use  as  a  photograph

Create  a  Still  Frame  with  Aperture  You  can  use  Aperture  3  to  scrub  through  a  video  and 
create  a  JPEG  of  a  single  frame. 


This  might  sound  familiar:  You’re 
happily  recording  video  on  your 
digital  still  camera,  smugly 
pleased  that  your  gadget  has  a  movie 
capability  as  well  as  a  still-photo  facility. 
Then,  when  you  get  home,  you  pause  the 
video  mid-edit  and  realize  that  a  particu¬ 
lar  frame  would  make  a  great  photo.  With 
your  smugness  quickly  evaporating  under 
a  cloud  of  used-the-wrong-tool  malaise, 
you  realize  that  if  only  there  was  a  way  to 
save  that  single  frame  as  a  still  image, 
you’d  not  only  have  a  usable  picture,  but 
nerd  cred  to  boot. 

Fortunately,  there  are  several  ways  to 
do  just  that. 

What  Size  Image  Can  You  Get? 

It  takes  far  fewer  pixels  to  create  a  video 
image  than  it  does  to  create  a  printed 
image.  This  is  partly  because  a  video 
screen  is  somewhat  forgiving.  TV  screens 
are  big  and  self-illuminated,  each  pixel 
can  be  any  color  you  want,  and  you  tend 
to  view  them  from  far  away. 

Print  images,  on  the  other  hand,  have 
much  more  detail.  You  view  them  from 
closer  distances,  and  creating  a  colored 
dot  involves  a  complex  process  of 
combining  lots  of  smaller  dots  of  just  a 
few  colors.  Consequently,  when  you  shoot 
video  with  any  video-capable  device,  you’re 
not  capturing  as  many  pixels  per  frame  as 
when  you  shoot  with  a  still  camera.  This 
would  even  be  the  case  with  a  23-mega¬ 
pixel  DSLR  camera  in  video  mode. 

For  example,  when  I  shoot  a  still  frame 
on  my  Canon  S90  point-and-shoot,  I  get 
an  image  that’s  3648  by  2736  pixels.  At 
240  pixels  per  inch  (ppi),  which  is  what 
most  photo  inkjet  printers  need,  I  can 
print  that  image  at  15.2  by  11.4  inches.  But 


when  I  shoot  standard-definition  (SD) 
video  with  the  same  camera  and  extract  a 
single  frame,  I  get  an  image  that’s  640  by 
480  pixels.  At  240  ppi,  that  file  produces 
an  image  of  only  2.6  by  2  inches. 

If  your  camera  shoots  SD  video,  you’ll 
find  that  the  low  pixel  count  makes 
extracting  stills  a  somewhat  dubious 
proposition.  Fortunately,  many  cameras 
these  days  shoot  HD  videos,  which  have 
higher  resolutions. 

The  Panasonic  GFi  shoots  72op  HD 
video,  from  which  you  can  pull  a  still 
image  that’s  1280  by  720  pixels — good 
enough  to  get  an  OK  (180-ppi)  4-by-7- 
inch  print.  The  image  has  a  16:9  aspect 
ratio,  which  means  it  will  need  to  be 
cropped  if  it’s  destined  for  a  standard 
4:3  or  3:2  frame. 


How  to  Extract  the  Frame 

There  are  a  number  of  ways  you  can 
go  about  capturing  a  single  frame  from 
a  video. 

Get  a  Screen  Grab  If  you’re  working 
with  SD  video  (which  has  a  resolution  of 
640  by  480),  you  can  do  a  screen  grab. 
Open  the  movie  in  QuickTime  Player, 
and  make  sure  you’re  viewing  at  actual 
size.  To  do  this,  choose  View  ►  Actual 
Size,  or  press  3€-i. 

Press  ^-Shift-4,  and  your  cursor  will 
turn  into  a  crosshairs.  Click  and  drag  to 
pull  a  selection  marquis  around  your 
video  window.  When  you  release  the 
mouse  button,  an  image  file  will  be 
written  to  your  desktop.  If  you  have  a 
big  enough  monitor,  you  can  even  do 
this  with  HD  footage. 
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Take  Control  of  Your  Settings

If  your  video  won’t  fit  on  your  screen, 
then  you’ll  need  to  use  some  extra  software, 
such  as  Snapz  Pro  X  (www.ambrosiasw 
.com)  or  Screenflow  (macworld.com/ 
4250),  to  write  out  a  still  frame. 

Export  from  iMovie  To  use  iMovie  ’09 
to  export  a  still,  first  import  the  clip  into 
iMovie,  then  create  a  new  project.  In  the 
Project  pane,  scrub  through  the  movie  by 
moving  your  mouse  over  the  clip.  When 
you  find  the  frame  you  want,  Control- 
click  (or  right-click)  and  choose  Add 
Freeze  Frame  from  the  drop-down  menu. 
A  new  clip  will  be  added  to  the  end  of  the 
segment.  Control-dick  (or  right-click)  on 
this  frame,  and  choose  Reveal  In  Finder 
from  the  menu.  A  Finder  window  will 
open  that  shows  the  newly  created  JPEG 
still-image  file.  Unfortunately,  this 
function  has  been  removed  in  iMovie  ’n. 

Use  Aperture  If  you  have  Aperture  3 
(macworld.com/6754),  you  can  create  a 
still  by  importing  a  movie  into  an  Aperture 
project,  playing  it  or  scrubbing  through 
until  you  find  the  frame  you  like,  and  then 
opening  the  little  gear  menu  on  the  right 
side  of  the  playback  controls.  Choose  New 
JPEG  From  Frame,  and  a  new  still  frame 
will  be  added  to  your  project.  Click  this 
frame  and  choose  File  ►  Export  Version  to 
save  it  as  an  image  file. 

On  the  iPhone  If  you  take  videos  on 
your  iPhone,  MovieToImage  (macworld 
.com/6768)  is  a  $1  app  that  makes  grab¬ 
bing  stills  from  these  files  a  snap.  Use 
the  app’s  simple  scrubbing  interface  to 
locate  the  precise  frame  you  want.  When 
you  find  the  perfect  shot,  tap  the  Save 
button  in  the  bottom  right  corner.  The 
still  will  be  saved  to  your  Camera  Roll. 

Give  It  Your  Best  Shot 

When  choosing  a  still  image,  follow  the 
same  compositional  ideas  you  use  when 
taking  still  photos:  Have  a  subject  and  a 
background,  a  shot  that  fills  the  frame,  and 
nice  light.  Although  this  method  can’t 
match  what  a  good  still  camera  can  pro¬ 
duce,  you  should  be  able  to  get  a  nice  still 
frame  if  your  gizmo  shoots  quality  video.

Your  camera’s  Auto  mode  can  be  a 
blessing  and  a  curse.  It  does  a  great 
job  of  choosing  appropriate  in-camera 
settings  when  you’re  shooting  in  broad 
daylight  or  in  well-lit  rooms,  so  it’s  a 
quick  way  to  snap  decent  photos  with 
minimal  effort.  However,  it  can  also 
become  a  crutch  that  keeps  you  from 
getting  the  best  shot  possible. 

Do  more  with  your  photos  by 
playing  with  manual  controls.  Here  are 
three  must-know  manual  settings  and 
what  they  control. 

Shutter  Speed 

Manual  shutter  speed  controls  are 
usually  indicated  by  the  letters  S  or 
Tv  on  a  camera's  dial.  Using  a  slow 
shutter  speed  lets  you  capture  more 
light  over  the  course  of  a  shot,  and  it 
turns  moving  objects  into  a  blur.  In 
most  cases  you  should  use  a  tripod 
(or  at  least  a  flat,  solid  surface)  when 
you’re  shooting  at  slow  shutter 
speeds.  As  long  as  both  your  camera 
and  your  subject  remain  very  still,  a 
slow  shutter  speed  is  the  ultimate 
weapon  for  capturing  a  crisp,  bright, 
well-detailed  shot  in  poor  light. 

If  you  use  a  slow  shutter  with  a 
moving  subject,  the  blur  effect  can 
work  to  your  creative  advantage, 
conveying  speed  or  adding  an 
otherworldly  effect  to  flowing  water, 
for  example.  Conversely,  use  the 
fastest  shutter  speed  possible  to 
freeze  a  fast-moving  object  in  place. 

Aperture 

Manual  aperture  controls  are  usually 
indicated  by  an  A  or  Av  on  a  camera’s 
mode  dial.  Aperture  is  the  yin  to  the 
shutter  speed's  yang— use  them  in 
perfect  balance.  A  wider  aperture 
lets  in  a  lot  of  light,  allowing  you  to 
use  faster  shutter  speeds.  Lenses 
with  wide  apertures  also  permit 
shallow  depth-of-field  effects  that 


keep  the  foreground  in  focus  and  the 
background  a  bit  blurry. 

Finding  the  sweet  spot  can  be  tricky: 
Some  combinations  of  aperture  and 
shutter  speed  lead  to  pitch-black  photos, 
and  others  look  completely  overexposed. 
To  help  you  find  the  right  balance,  many 
cameras  have  aperture-priority  and 
shutter-priority  modes  in  which  you  select 
your  preferred  setting  for  either  aperture 
or  shutter  and  the  camera  automatically 
optimizes  the  other  setting. 

ISO 

Higher  ISO  numbers  let  you  shoot  in  dark 
situations  and  at  faster  shutter  speeds 
without  using  a  flash.  You  usually  access 
this  setting  through  a  camera’s  on-screen 
menu.  Although  a  high  ISO  helps  brighten 
an  image  without  requiring  you  to  futz 
with  aperture  or  shutter  settings,  it  also 
tends  to  degrade  image  quality.  With 
point-and-shoots,  high  ISO  settings 
translate  into  more  visible  noise  in  photos. 
In  fact,  the  quality  of  high-ISO  results  is 
one  of  the  biggest  differences  between 
DSLRs  and  point-and-shoots— DSLRs 
have  large,  powerful  sensors  that 
eliminate  most  of  the  graininess. 

Boosting  the  ISO  settings  in  your 
camera  can  also  take  a  toll  on  a  photo’s 
color  accuracy,  because  the  exposure 
often  takes  on  a  red  or  orange  tint  as  the 
sensor’s  light  sensitivity  increases. 
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Photo-Sharing  Gets  Smarter 

These  apps  make  the  task  of  uploading  and  sharing  photos  a  snap

As  enjoyable  as  it  can  be  to  add 
fun  edits  to  your  images,  being 
able  to  easily  manage  and  share 
your  work  is  an  important  way  to 
complete  the  experience  of  dealing  with 
your  photos  and  videos.  The  two 
reasonably  priced  applications  I  discuss 
here  will  help  keep  your  work  organized 
and  ready  to  be  shared  online. 

Bring  Flickr  to  Your  Desktop 

Flickr  is  one  of  the  most  popular 
photo-sharing  communities  on  the 
Internet.  Barton  Springs  Software’s 
Photonic  (www.photonicapp.com) 
brings  many  of  the  most  popular  aspects 
of  the  Web-based  service  to  a  desktop 
app.  With  Photonic,  users  can  access 
familiar  Flickr  features  such  as  browsing 
photos  that  their  contacts  have  uploaded, 
sharing  and  viewing  photos  in  themed 
groups,  searching  for  specific  images  by 
keyword,  and  browsing  interesting 
images  in  the  daily  Explore  section. 

If  you  use  iPhoto,  Photonic  will  feel 
familiar.  The  application’s  left  source  list 
displays  the  common  Flickr  sections 
(Contacts,  Groups,  Explore).  You  can 
click  on  any  of  these  sections  to  view  the 
images  within.  You  can  also  browse  your 
own  photo  stream,  or  view  the  sets  you 
have  created. 


Photonic  makes  it  as  easy  to  upload 
photos  as  it  does  to  browse  them.  When 
you  choose  to  upload  images,  drag  as 
many  images  as  you’d  like  to  the  upload 
window  that  appears.  You  can  tag  each 
image,  give  each  a  custom  name  and 
description,  and  set  an  image’s  privacy 
level.  You  can  also  add  an  image  to  one  of 
your  existing  photo  sets,  and  submit  it  to 
any  of  the  photo  groups  that  you’re  a 
member  of.  There  are  a  few  minor  fea¬ 
tures  that  are  missing  from  the  app,  such 
as  the  abilities  to  create  a  new  photo  set  at 
the  time  of  upload  and  to  view  the  most 
recent  photos  uploaded  by  your  contacts, 
but  overall  Photonic  does  a  great  job  of 
bringing  the  Flickr  experience  to  a  Mac 
OS  X  application.  The  program  costs  $25, 
but  you  can  try  it  out  for  free  for  14  days. 

Consolidate  Your  Uploads 

Most  people  upload  their  photos  and 
videos  to  the  same  places  over  and  over 
again.  Realmac  Software’s  Courier  ($20; 
www.realmacsoftware.com)  simplifies 
the  uploading  process  for  a  variety  of 
sites,  and  also  allows  you  to  quickly  and 
easily  send  files  to  your  favorite  sites  at 
the  same  time  with  a  few  clicks.  It  works 
by  linking  to  the  sites  where  you  usually 
share  content:  Flickr,  YouTube,  Vimeo, 
Facebook,  Amazon’s  S3  storage, 


Realmac’s  Ember  image-hosting  service, 
and  even  an  FTP  site.  After  your 
accounts  are  linked,  Courier  creates  a 
new  envelope  to  hold  the  content  to  be 
uploaded.  The  accounts  that  you  want 
these  files  sent  to  are  the  stamps  that  are 
added  to  the  envelope. 

You  can  set  up  a  variety  of  envelopes 
for  different  combinations  of  sites.  For 
example,  you  could  have  one  envelope 
for  Facebook,  Vimeo,  and  YouTube,  and 
use  it  when  you  want  to  upload  video. 
Another  envelope  could  be  for  Flickr  and 
Facebook,  if  you’re  looking  to  easily 
share  an  image  in  both  places  at  once. 
You  can  set  privacy  settings  for  each 
account  on  an  envelope-by-envelope 
basis — for  example,  you  could  have  a 
Flickr  envelope  for  photos  that  are  only 
visible  to  Friends  and  Family. 

For  slightly  more-advanced  users, 
Courier  integrates  with  the  Finder  and 
shows  up  under  the  Services  menu  when 
you  Control-click  (or  right-click)  on  a  file. 
This  means  that  if  you  have  a  video  clip 
on  your  desktop  that  you  want  to  quickly 
send  to  Facebook,  you’re  just  a  Control- 
click  away  from  choosing  your  “Deliver  to 
Facebook”  envelope.  Realmac  offers  a  free 
trial  version  with  an  upload  limit,  so  you 
can  try  it  before  you  decide  whether  you’d 
like  to  purchase  it.

One  of  the  best  things  about 

traveling  is  sharing  your  experi¬ 
ences  with  friends  and  family 
back  home.  Technology  has  given  us  a 
ton  of  new  options  for  staying  in  touch 
and  sharing  the  best  stories,  photos,  and 
updates  from  a  trip — all  while  we’re  still 
on  the  trip.  Thanks  to  the  proliferation  of 
in-camera  GPS  technology  (and  cool 
iPhone  apps  to  help  if  your  camera  isn’t 
logging  locations),  social-networking 
tools,  and  Internet  cafes,  you  can  leave  a 
trail  worthy  of  Carmen  Sandiego  herself. 

You’re  probably  already  familiar  with 
the  classic  ways  of  documenting  your 
vacation,  like  mass  e-mails,  Tumblr, 
Blogger,  Facebook,  and  Picasa.  Here  are 
some  off-the-beaten-track  options. 

Social  Mapping  with  Photos 

Tagwhat  (macworld.com/6769)  is  a 
social-networking  site  where  location  is 
key.  Users  attach  URLs,  text,  photos, 
and  videos  to  locations  on  a  map, 
creating  a  virtual  X-marks-the-spot.  As 
you  tag  the  sites  where  you  stop  along 
the  way,  friends  and  family  can  follow 
you  in  real  time  from  home,  making  it 
the  closest  thing  to  actually  being  on 
vacation  with  you.  Updating  is  easy 
through  the  Tagwhat  iPhone  app  or  any 
Internet-connected  computer.  You  can 
also  tag  places  on  your  itinerary  and 


later  use  the  preset  tags  to  help  you  find 
your  way  to  that  place,  or  follow  the  tags 
of  other  travelers  who  have  already 
visited  a  place  you’re  planning  on  going. 

Send  a  Postcard 

The  Bill  Atkinson  PhotoCard  app 
(macworld.com/6026)  allows  you  to  take 
photos  and  convert  them  into  both  digital 
and  real  postcards.  Take  a  picture  with 
your  iPhone  and  type  a  short  message  to 
go  with  it,  then  press  a  button  to  e-mail  the 
postcard.  (Although  the  app  costs  $5,  you 
still  have  to  put  up  with  a  pop-up  promo 
for  Bill  Atkinson  when  you  send  a  postcard 
digitally.)  However,  the  real  fun  of  this  app 
is  that  you  can  use  it  to  send  your  photo 
and  message  digitally  and  have  it  arrive  as 
a  physical,  8-by-5.5-inch  glossy  postcard,  in 
the  actual  mail.  Each  postcard  costs  $2. 
This  is  a  great  tool  if  you’re  traveling  some¬ 
place  with  an  unreliable  postal  system. 

Track  Trails  Biked  and  Hiked 

One  of  the  many  hybrid  photo-sharing, 
blogging,  and  mapping  sites  on  the  Web, 
EveryTrail  (www.everytrail.com)  stands 
out  for  ease  of  use  if  your  trip  involves  a 
lot  of  walking  or  biking.  EveryTrail  has 
mobile  apps  for  real-time  uploading,  or 
you  can  use  the  Eye-Fi  Geo  X2 — a 
wireless  memory  card  for  your  camera 
that  automatically  geotags  each  photo. 


Users  create  their  own  maps  and 
slideshows,  and  can  write  reviews  of  the 
trail  that  they  followed.  You  can  search 
the  site  to  find  trails  mapped  by  others. 

Create  a  Printed  Travel  Journal 

Part  of  the  appeal  of  the  traditional  travel 
journal  was  the  tactile  presence  of  a  book 
in  your  hands.  Everlater  (www.everlater. 
com)  has  you  covered  here.  On  this  site, 
you  can  share  your  travel  stories  with 
anyone,  uploading  pictures  and  video  to 
pages  as  you  would  with  a  blog,  but 
when  you  make  it  back  to  home  base, 
you  can  turn  all  those  ones  and  zeroes 
into  a  real  book  with  the  click  of  a 
button.  Everlater  will  format  your  book 
automatically,  but  editing  is  simple-no 
software  or  downloads  are  required. 

Make  Personal  Podcasts 

If  you  want  to  save  your  photos  until  after 
your  trip,  keep  friends  and  family  in  the 
loop  by  recording  an  audio  postcard. 
iSaidWhat  (www.tapparatus.com),  by 
Tapparatus,  lets  you  record  audio  on  your 
iPhone,  edit  it,  and  export  it  via  e-mail, 
Facebook,  or  Twitter.  Record  a  personal 
podcast  from  the  road,  and  edit  in  the 
sounds  of  a  bustling  New  York  City  or  the 
chirping  of  Appalachian  birds  to  add  a 
creative  touch.  This  app  even  provides  a 
visual  waveform  to  make  editing  easier.

The  Panasonic  Lumix  DMC-FX75 
distinguishes  itself  from  other  touch¬ 
screen  cameras  with  a  bright  f/2.2  lens, 
above-average  video  quality,  and  a  few 
fancy  features.  Unfortunately,  the 
touchscreen  feature  on  the  DMC-FX75 
hasn’t  been  implemented  very  effec¬ 
tively.  It  has  a  good  touch-to-focus 
feature,  but  every  function  on  this 
camera  is  a  song-and-dance  of  touch¬ 
screen  tapping  and  button  pressing.  You 
need  a  stylus  to  get  some  touchscreen 
functions  to  work  correctly.  Video 
quality,  image  sharpness,  and  autofocus 
speeds  are  bright  spots,  but  you  should 
test  the  FX75  in  person  before  buying  it

Show  off  your  photos  on  a  7-inch,  touchscreen 
digital  frame.  The  Pulse  frame  can  connect  to  your 
Wi-Fi  network.  That  allows  you  to  send  JPEGs 
directly  to  the  Pulse  digital  frame  over  e-mail,  or 
import  them  from  Facebook  or  Kodak  galleries. 
The  frame  also  reads  a  variety  of  camera 
memory-card  types  and  has  a  simple,  intuitive 
interface.  The  only  downside  is  that  the  frame 
has  to  be  plugged  into  the  wall  to  work  ($130;

There  are  many  camera-cleaning 
products  on  the  market,  but  for  most 
photographers  these  products  are 
overkill.  The  one  device  every  DLSR 
owner  should  have  in  their  kit,  however,  is 
a  blower. 

A  blower  is  a  plastic  bulb  with  a  nozzle 
that  creates  a  gust  of  air  strong  enough 
to  remove  dust  and  debris  from  various 
parts  of  the  camera.  The  bulk  of  the  dust 
found  inside  a  camera  and  on  the  sensor 
comes  from  the  camera  end  of  a  lens.  To 
keep  your  images  speckle-free,  you  can 
use  the  blower  to  clean  off  this  area 
before  attaching  the  lens  to  your  camera. 

A  blower  is  also  great  for  making  sure 
there  are  no  large  particles  on  your 
camera’s  lens  before  you  wipe  it  down. 
Rubbing  this  dirt  around  can  actually 
scratch  your  expensive  glass. 

The  inexpensive  Q  ball  Air  Blower  from 
Giotto  is  the  perfect  solution.  It’s  small 
enough  to  take  everywhere,  has  an 
adjustable  nozzle  for  hard- 
to-reach  corners,  and 
stays  clean  by  bal¬ 
ancing  on  a  tripod 
base.  Give  it  a 
few  squeezes 
to  expel  any 
dust  before 
using  it  inside 
your  camera 
gear  ($10.50; 
macworld 
.com/6777).

MoistureMunchers 


Fungus  can  be  a  problem  with  older 
cameras  and  lenses,  especially  if  you  store 
them  improperly.  To  keep  your  equipment 
as  fungus-free  as  possible,  make  sure  to 
keep  it  in  a  dry  location,  wipe  off  any 
moisture  (ocean  spray,  mist,  rain)  immedi¬ 
ately,  and  consider  keeping  a  desiccant  (a 
drying  agent)  such  as  silica  gel  in  your 
camera  bag  to  absorb  any  excess  damp¬ 
ness.  MoistureMuncher  capsules,  from 
underwater  photography  company 
SeaLife,  will  soak  up  humidity  and  even 
turn  pink  to  let 
you  know  that 
it’s  time  to 
swap  them  for 
new  ones  ($10; 
macworld 
.com/6773).

HTML5:  What  Does  It  Mean  for  You? 

Once  you  cut  though  the  technobabble,  you'll  find  a  dynamic  online  future  awaitin

One  of  the  latest  tech  buzzwords 
given  wings  by  the  success  of 
the  iPhone  and  iPad  is  HTML5. 
Apple  has  pitched  this  up-and-coming 
iteration  of  the  Web’s  main  building 
block  as  everything  from  an  alternative 
App  Store  platform  to  the  Flash-less 
future  of  Internet  multimedia.  But  what 
exactly  is  HTML5,  and  what  are  its  real 
benefits  to  users  like  you  and  me? 

HTML  (Hypertext  Markup  Language)  is 
the  fundamental  blueprint  of  the  Web. 
When  you  visit  a  site,  you  see  specific 
content — such  as  text,  photos,  and 
videos — because  your  browser  downloaded 
a  big  chunk  of  HTML  code  that  tells  the 
browser  where  to  access  that  media  and 
how  to  lay  it  out  on  a  virtual  page. 

Designers  can  build  Websites  by  using 
everything  from  powerful  software  like 
Adobe  Dreamweaver  and  Panic’s  Coda  to 
plain  ol’  TextEdit — in  the  end,  the  blue¬ 
print  is  still  just  a  bunch  of  HTML  text 
instructions  for  placing  this  picture  over 
here  and  that  chunk  of  text  over  there. 
HTML  is  an  open  standard,  which  means 
that  no  single  party  controls  it.  And 


browser  makers — like  Apple,  Microsoft, 
Mozilla,  Opera,  and  Google — can  support 
its  layout  and  content-display  features  as 
thoroughly,  or  not,  as  they  choose. 

Upgrade  from  HTML  4 

HTML5  is  not  new — it  began  life  in 
2004  as  a  seedling  specification  called 
Web  Applications  1.0,  from  the  Web 


Hypertext  Application  Technology 
Working  Group  (WHATWG),  a  loose 
affiliation  of  browser  makers  and  others 
interested  in  browser  technology.  Since 
then,  the  World  Wide  Web  Consortium 
(W3C) — the  primary  Web  standards 
organization — has  helped  to  flesh  out 
new  specifications. 

HTML5  is  not  ushering  in  a  new  era 
of  the  Web  by  itself.  Many  of  the  new 
features  and  fundamental  changes  are 
powered  by  accompanying  technologies, 
such  as  CSS3  (the  latest  version  of 


Cascading  Style  Sheets,  the  technology 
that  lets  Web  designers  control  page 
layout  and  style)  and  JavaScript  (the 
technology  behind  special  effects  and 
interactivity).  So  to  keep  this  discussion 
simple,  let’s  use  HTML5  as  an  umbrella 
for  these  symbiotic  technologies. 

HTML5  covers  a  lot  of  ground.  Cool 
things  like  Gmail’s  ability  to  work  and 


store  e-mail  offline,  geolocation  features 
that  automatically  determine  where  you 
are,  and  the  ability  to  drag  and  drop 
windows  and  widgets  in  your  browser, 
are  all  part  of  HTML5.  Also  included 
are  new  ways  for  Web  pages  to  incorpo¬ 
rate  functionality  such  as  screen  readers 
for  the  visually  impaired,  document 
editing  within  browsers  via  Zoho  Docs 
(docs.zoho.com)  or  Google  Docs  (docs 
.google.com),  and  the  uploading  of  files 
by  dragging  them  onto  a  Web  page 
from  your  desktop. 

By  standardizing  the  implementation  of 
these  features,  browser  makers  have  a 
much  easier  time  building  them  into  their 
applications.  That  means  you  can  enjoy  a 
more  uniform,  intuitive  Web  experience 
no  matter  which  browser  you  use. 

Flash  Fuss 

One  ofHTML5’s  critical  innovations — 
and  a  lightning  rod  for  the  uproar 
between  Apple  and  Adobe — is  support 
for  a  new  tag,  called  video,  in  the  markup 
language.  This  video  tag  makes  it  easier 
for  Web  designers  to  embed  video 
without  needing  Adobe’s  Flash  plug-in. 


HTML  5  could  usher  in  an  era  of  unparalleled 
accessibility  for  text,  video,  and  other  media 
on  the  Web. 
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Flash  technology — used  for  complex 
animations,  interactive  banner  ads, 
video,  and  games — is  created  with 
Adobe’s  Flash  program.  You  experience 
Flash  content  in  your  browser  via  a 
plug-in.  But  Apple  isn’t  keen  on  Flash. 

In  recent  years,  Apple  has  denounced 
Flash  as  a  poorly  performing,  insecure, 
crash-prone  battery  vampire  whose  days 
are  numbered.  Not  surprisingly,  it  is 
banned  from  the  iPhone  and  iPad. 

Apple  has  mobilized  publishers  to 
create  HTML5-friendly  versions  of  their 
sites  and  services  for  its  iPhone  and  iPad. 
The  business  incentive  to  protect  its  App 
Store  ecosystem  is  strong.  After  all,  Flash 
creates  rich  Web  applications  that  could 
threaten  App  Store  sales  if  developers 
marketed  their  apps  independently. 

Today,  Apple  gets  30  percent  of  every  paid 
app,  game,  magazine,  and  purchase  from 
its  store — a  hefty  chunk  of  cash  derived 
in  part  from  its  Flash  ban. 

However,  HTML5’s  sovereignty  over 
Flash  isn’t  a  foregone  conclusion.  It  faces 
significant  obstacles,  the  most  fundamen¬ 
tal  of  which  is  that  it’s  not  yet  finished, 
and  may  not  be  for  another  year,  or  three, 
or  ten.  When  a  platform  as  important  as 
the  Web’s  native  language  is  in  flux,  it’s 
hard  to  get  software  makers  and  content 
producers  to  overhaul  their  code. 

Moreover,  Adobe  has  scored  some 
Flash  points.  The  most  recent  version  of 
the  plug-in  is  designed  to  boost  perfor¬ 
mance.  Flash  also  supports  smartphones 
running  Google’s  Android  mobile  OS. 

And  Apple  has  relaxed  its  strict  control 
over  iPhone  and  iPad  development  tools. 

Consensus  Building 

Because  HTML5  is  controlled  by  a  large 
and  amorphous  standards  body  whose 
members  have  varying  priorities,  lack  of 
consensus  on  key  issues  has  delayed 
finalization  of  even  small  parts  of  the 
overall  spec.  Among  the  most  important 
of  these  controversial  issues  is  which 
video  format(s)  should  be  supported  by 
default  in  HTML5’s  new  video  tag. 

Apple  has  successfully  pushed  its 
H.264  format  across  the  Web.  iTunes 
Store  video  is  distributed  in  (DRM- 
encumbered)  H.264,  and  companies  like 


YouTube,  ABC,  and  CNN  have  adopted  it 
for  their  HTML5  initiatives.  But  portions 
of  the  technology  are  covered  by  patents, 
which,  in  theory,  could  someday  be  used 
to  enforce  hefty  licensing  fees.  However, 
MPEG  LA,  the  firm  that  controls  the 
H.264  standard  (among  others) 
announced  that  it  will  never  charge 
royalties  for  H.264-based  Internet  video 
that  is  offered  for  free  to  end  users.  This 
may  help  to  get  H.264  ratified  as  an 
official  HTML5  video  format. 

Then  there’s  Ogg,  another  HTML5 
video  format  option  favored  by  the 
open-source  community,  but  there  are 
concerns  about  its  possible  patent  issues, 
too.  Google  even  introduced  a  new  video 
format,  dubbed  WebM,  and  made  its 
technology  open  source  in  an  effort  to 
settle  the  matter.  But  none  of  the  key 
players  can  agree,  so  their  sites  are  stuck 
supporting  different  video  formats  for 
non-Flash,  HTML5  video. 

What’s  It  to  You? 

It’s  too  early  to  tell  whether  HTML5  will 
usurp  Flash  or  if  the  technologies  will 
eventually  coexist,  perhaps  carving  out 
niches  where  they  excel.  After  all,  Flash 
lets  designers  create  immersive, 
complex,  animated  online  experiences 
that  they  can’t  by  using  HTML5. 

But  things  can  move  pretty  quickly. 
Adobe  could  demonstrate  a  commitment 
to  improving  Flash  performance  and 
resource  demands;  it  could  even  make 
Flash  open  source.  Conversely,  the  W3C 
could  finish  the  HTML5  spec  early  with 
an  agreement  on  an  official,  non-Adobe 
video  format  or  two  that  tips  the 
industry’s  scales  in  its  favor. 

In  the  bigger  picture,  HTML5  could 
usher  in  an  era  of  unprecedented 
accessibility  for  text,  video,  and  other 
Web  media.  Never  before  have  we  had 
so  many  different  connected  devices  and 
so  much  potential  for  sharing  content 
across  geographical,  lingual,  and  visual 
boundaries.  And  in  the  Web’s  short 
history,  the  key  browser  makers  have 
never  been  so  close  to  cementing  the 
Web's  markup  language. 

Whatever  happens  as  HTML5 
matures,  we  users  are  the  ones  who  win. 


iMovie  App: 
Creating  Fade  In 
and  Fade  Out

A  common  video-editing  technique  is 
to  start  or  end  a  movie  with  a  fade,  in 
which  a  totally  black  screen  fades  into 
the  first  clip,  or  the  last  clip  fades  into 
black  or  white.  In  the  desktop  version 
of  iMovie,  you  do  this  by  adding  a  Cross 
Dissolve  transition  to  the  start  or  end 
of  a  project,  but  iMovie’s  iPhone  4  app 
lets  you  set  transitions  only  between 
clips.  Here’s  a  workaround. 

1.  Cover  the  iPhone’s  lens  with 
something  solid  to  prevent  light  from 
leaking  into  the  sensor,  and  record  a 
five-second  clip  of  black  or  white 
footage.  Don’t  worry  about  the  audio. 

2.  Import  the  clip  and  place  it 
where  you  want  the  fade  to  occur. 

3.  Trim  the  clip  to  a  short  duration, 
depending  on  how  much  empty 
screen  you  want  to  appear  before  the 
transition  begins. 

4.  Double-tap  the  clip  to  bring  up 
the  Clip  Settings  dialog  box,  switch 
the  Audio  option  to  Off,  and  tap  Done. 

5.  Double-tap  the  transition  that 
appears  next  to  the  clip  and,  in  the 
Transition  Settings  dialog  box,  make 
sure  Cross  Dissolve  is  selected  and 
specify  a  duration  (between  0.5 
seconds  and  2.0  seconds). 

6.  Tap  the  Done  button  and  play  the 
movie  to  view  your  fade.

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Give  Your  Artwork  That 
Comic  Book  Look 

Take  any  photo  or  drawing  and  make  it  look  like  the  old-time  funnies

Comic  Effect  Once  you  apply  the  effect,  your  photo  will  appear  to  have  a  traditional 
halftone  print  pattern  across  it. 


Thinking  of  making  a  comic  book 
out  of  your  artwork  or  photos?  Or 
maybe  you’d  like  to  make  a 
calendar  with  a  gritty  or  grunge  vibe? 

With  minimal  effort,  you  can  approximate 
the  print  style  of  old  comic  books.  These 
steps  are  for  Adobe  Photoshop  CS5,  but 
they’re  similar  for  earlier  versions. 

1.  Open  your  photo  or  artwork  in 
Photoshop  CS5.  (Always  make  a  backup  of 
your  original.)  The  image  can  start  out  at 
any  size;  however,  once  you’ve  applied  the 
technique,  you  can  downsize  the  image. 

2.  Choose  Layer  ►  Duplicate  Layer. 
Under  Destination,  choose  New  and 
then  enter  a  name  (such  as  ‘Halftone’). 
This  creates  a  duplicate  of  your  image  in 
a  new  document,  which  automatically 
becomes  the  frontmost  window. 

3.  Choose  Image  ►  Mode  ►  Grayscale, 
and  confirm  that  you  want  to  discard 
color  information  by  clicking  Discard. 

4.  Choose  Image  ►  Mode  ►  Bitmap, 
and  set  the  output  resolution  and  the 
conversion  method.  Enter  an  output 
resolution  that  is  four  times  the  input 
resolution  (so  if  the  input  is  72  pixels  per 
inch,  enter  288.)  Now  choose  Halftone 
Screen  from  the  Method  pop-up  menu, 
and  then  click  OK. 

5.  You  must  now  configure  the 
halftone  screen.  The  frequency  deter¬ 
mines  the  number  of  halftone  lines  (or, 
in  this  case,  dots)  you’ll  have  per  inch.  It 
can  take  some  trial  and  error  to  get  it  just 
right,  so  to  start,  enter  6.  Now  specify  an 
angle  of  60  degrees,  choose  Round  from 
the  Shape  pop-up  menu,  and  click  OK.  If 
the  dots  seem  too  tiny,  redo  the  conver¬ 
sion  with  a  lower  frequency;  if  the  dots 
seem  too  large,  try  again  with  a  higher 
frequency.  Choose  Edit  ►  Undo  Bitmap 
and  then  Image  ►  Mode  ►  Bitmap  to 
redo  the  conversion  until  you’re  happy. 

6.  Now  you  need  to  convert  the 
bitmapped  image  back  to  grayscale. 


Choose  Image  ►  Mode  ►  Grayscale  and 
enter  a  Size  Ratio  of  4.  (Recall  that  you 
increased  the  dimensions  by  4  times 
earlier;  now,  you’ll  reduce  it  to  the  original 
dimensions.  This  process  gives  the  half¬ 
tone  a  pattern  of  soft,  antialiased  edges.) 

7.  Choose  Layer  ►  Duplicate  Layer. 
Enter  Comic  Overlay  as  the  layer 
name  and  then,  under  Destination, 
choose  the  original  image  from  the 
Document  pop-up  menu.  Click  OK 
to  continue. 

8.  Return  to  your  original  document 
by  clicking  its  tab.  The  black-and-white 
halftone  will  be  obscuring  the  original 
image,  but  you  can  fix  that.  Choose 
Window  ►  Layers  (if  necessary)  to  view 
the  Layers  panel.  Click  the  layer  called 
Comic  Overlay  to  select  it  (if  it  isn’t 
already  selected),  and  then  choose  Layer 
►  Layer  Style  ►  Blending  Options.  Under 
General  Blending,  choose  Soft  Light. 
Instantly,  the  color  will  return  to  your 


photo  and  it  will  have  that  comic  book 
look  and  feel.  Click  OK  to  continue. 

9.  You  can  now  fine-tune  the  look  of 
your  image.  You  can  lessen  the  effect  by 
adjusting  the  layer  opacity,  which  you 
can  do  in  either  the  top  right  of  the 
Layers  panel  or  via  Layer  ►  Layer  Style  ► 
Blending  Options.  Alternatively,  you  can 
soften  the  entire  effect  by  blurring  the 
halftone  layer.  With  Comic  Overlay 
selected,  choose  Filter  ►  Blur  ►  Gaussian 
Blur,  enter  a  value  between  2.0  and  5.0, 
and  then  click  OK. 

That’s  it!  Once  you’ve  found  just  the 
right  look  for  your  photo,  flatten  the 
image  by  choosing  Layer  ►  Flatten 
Image.  Save  your  file  and  pop  it  into 
your  iPhoto  calendar  or  a  comic  book 
you’re  creating  with  Plasq’s  Comic  Life 
(macworld.com/6766).

Acrobat  X  Pro  is  an 
impressive  release,  with 
new  features  and  improvements  for  any¬ 
one  who  creates  or  works  with  PDF  files. 

A  new  Quick  Tools  bar  across  the  top 
of  the  Acrobat  X  window  provides  access 
to  common  commands.  By  default,  Quick 
Tools  includes  buttons  for  creating, 
opening,  saving,  sharing,  and  printing 
PDFs,  adding  sticky  notes  and  highlights, 
and  inserting,  deleting,  and  rotating 
pages.  You  can  easily  customize  the 
Quick  Tools  bar  to  include  nearly  any 
command  available  in  Acrobat. 

One  of  the  most  exciting  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  new  Acrobat  is  the 
expanded  and  highly  customizable  PDF 
Portfolios  feature.  A  PDF  Portfolio 
distributes  a  set  of  electronic  files — not 
only  PDFs  but  any  files — in  a  single 
package  offering  a  professional, 
pleasing,  optionally  branded  experience. 
The  PDF  Portfolio  feature  includes  five 
portfolio  layouts  in  the  box. 

If  you’re  always  looking  for  ways  to 
automate  repetitive  tasks,  Acrobat  X 
Pro’s  new  custom  actions — built  with 
the  Action  Wizard — is  just  what  you’ve 
been  waiting  for.  Using  a  visual 
point-and-click  builder  dialog  box,  you 
can  chain  together  any  number  of 
commands  and  functions  into  a 
macro-like  action.  These  actions  can  be 
shared  among  other  Acrobat  X  users. 

Users  of  the  free  Adobe  Reader 
software  can  now  highlight  text  and  add 
sticky  notes  to  any  PDF  file,  regardless  of 
whether  the  PDF  producer  activated  the 
advanced  Reader  commenting  features 
in  Acrobat  9  or  earlier.  Reader  X  users 
can  even  comment  on  specific  video 
frames  embedded  in  a  PDF.

interface,  which,  sadly,  is  not  an  improve¬ 
ment.  Instead  of  merely  navigating 
through  some  20  menus  on  the  applica¬ 
tion  bar  and  toolbars  to  find  a  particular 
function,  as  you  did  before,  you  must 
now  search  through  the  application  bar 
menus,  the  icon  toolbars,  and  three  task 
panes  loaded  with  commands — nearly 
half  of  which  are  hidden  by  default.  There 
is  no  longer  a  Find  or  Search  field  visible 


in  Acrobat  X  Pro,  though  you  can  still 
search  for  text  in  documents  by  pressing 
3€-F  to  open  a  temporary  Find  field. 
Removing  the  previously  omnipresent 
Find  field  from  the  toolbar  was  a  mistake.

Unfortunately,  Acrobat  X’s  messy  and 
unintuitive  new  user  interface  throttles 
the  excitement  somewhat  and  makes 
this  less  than  a  must-buy  application.

Chrome  PDF  Plug-In  Version  7  of  Google’s  Chrome  Web  browser  has  its  own  PDF  plug-in, 
which  lets  you  view  a  PDF  from  within  the  browser  instead  of  opening  it  in  a  separate  app. 


Read  PDFs  in  Chrome 

Reading  PDFs  in  your  browser — instead 
of  downloading  them  and  reading  them 
in  an  app  like  Preview — is  a  nice 
convenience.  But  Safari  is  the  only  major 
Mac  browser  that  has  an  option  turned 
on  by  default  to  read  PDFs  in  the 
browser.  Chrome  7  has  the  same  feature, 
but  it’s  disabled  by  default. 

Enabling  it  is  simple.  Just  type 
about: plugins  in  Chrome’s  Omnibox 
(the  browser’s  combined  search  and 
address  field).  Looking  through  the  list 
of  plug-ins,  you  should  see  a  disabled 
one  called  Chrome  PDF  Viewer;  click 
Enable  under  it. 

You  should  now  be  able  to  view  PDFs 
in  Chrome.  The  viewer  is  very  fast. 
Resizing  controls  are  available  in  the 
bottom  right  corner  of  the  browser 
window.  Currently,  there’s  no  loading 
indicator  for  PDFs;  if  you  click  on  a  large 
one,  you  might  think  the  tab  is  frozen, 
but  it’s  probably  just  still  waiting  for  the 
PDF  to  finish  downloading. 

Hide  Application  Data  Folders 

Lots  of  applications — including  Micro¬ 
soft  Office,  Final  Cut  Express,  and

Steam — like  to  create  their  own  User 
Data  folders  in  your  Documents  folder. 
These  application  folders  can  quickly 
clutter  up  the  Documents  folder,  which 
isn’t  good  if  you’re  the  kind  of  person 
who  likes  to  keep  yours  relatively  neat. 
But  you  can  hide  or  move  these  folders 
so  they  don’t  get  in  your  way. 

To  hide  a  folder,  you  can  use  the  SetFile 
command.  This  command  is  available 
only  as  part  of  Xcode,  though,  so  you’ll 
first  need  to  register  as  an  Apple 
Developer  and  then  download  that 
software.  (Registration  is  free.) 

That  done,  fire  up  Terminal  (in 
/Applications/Utilities)  and  type 
SetFile  -P  -a  V  "-/Documents/ 
Microsoft  User  Data/".  Replace 
"-/Documents/Microsoft  User 
Data/"  with  the  path  of  the  folder  you 
want  to  hide. 

This  command  will  hide  the  folder 


from  vision,  but  the  application  using  it 
will  still  be  able  to  access  it  without  a 
problem.  To  make  the  file  visible  again, 
just  repeat  the  command,  but  use  a 
lowercase  v  instead  of  an  uppercase  V. 

Shortcuts  to  FaceTime 

Now  that  FaceTime  is  available  on  the  Mac, 
you  and  your  friends  can  video-chat  using 
any  combination  of  desktop  computer, 
laptop,  or  iPhone.  If  you  regularly  chat 
with  someone,  you  can  make  it  simpler  to 
initiate  a  chat  by  creating  desktop  short¬ 
cuts  that  call  the  person  on  FaceTime: 

In  Safari’s  address  field,  type  in  one  of 
the  following  URLs: 
facetime : //appleid 
facetime : / /emailQaddress 
facetime : // phone # 

(As  you  might  guess,  in  each  case, 
appleid,  emailfdaddress,  and  phone # 
are,  respectively,  the  Apple  ID,  e-mail 
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Update  Mail  Bundles  Yourself 


Every  time  Apple  releases  a  new  version  of  Mail,  users  howl 
because  it  breaks  Mail  add-ins  like  GrowlMail,  Mail  ActOn,  and 
others.  We  then  have  to  wait  while  the  developers  tweak  those 
add-ins  to  work  with  the  new  Mail.  Sometimes  the  tweaks  can 
take  a  while.  But  it  turns  out  you  can  update  the  add-ins 
yourself,  so  that  they  work  with  the  new  Mail. 

The  crux  of  the  problem  is  that  bundles  like  GrowlMail  are 
configured  to  work  with  specific  versions  of  Mail.app  and 
Message.framework;  those  versions  are  identified  by  their 
Universally  Unique  Identifiers  (UUIDs).  To  get  the  old  add-ins 
working  with  the  new  Mail,  you  have  to  tell  the  bundles  what 
the  new  UUIDs  are. 

The  first  thing  you  need  to  do  is  find  out  what  the  UUIDs  are. 
To  do  so,  enter  the  following  two  commands,  one  after  the 
other,  in  Terminal’s  command  line: 

defaults  read  /Applications/Mail . app/Contents/Inf o 
PluginCompatibilityUUID 

defaults  read  /System/Library/Frameworks/Message 
. f ramework/Resources/Inf o  PluginCompatibilityUUID 

Doing  so  should  return  two  strings.  In  the  case  of  Mail  10.6.5, 
for  example,  the  strings  are  BDD81F4D-6881-4A8D-94A7- 
E67410089EEB  and  857A142A-AB81-4D99-BECC- 
D1B55A86D94E.  The  same  technique  should  work  for  future 
updates  as  well.

In  the  case  of  GrowlMail, 
you  need  to  add  the  strings 
to  the  info.plist  file  found  in 
GrowlMail. mailbundle.  The 
bundle  would  have  originally 
been  installed  in  youruser- 
f older/ Library/Mail/Bundles 
or  /Library/Mail/Bundles. 

But  chances  are  that  when 
you  updated  to  the  new  version  of  Mail,  GrowlMail. mailbundle 
was  moved  to  a  disabled  Bundles  folder.  If  that’s  what 
happened,  you’ll  need  to  drag  the  bundle  from  the  disabled 
folder  to  the  original  Bundles  folder. 

Once  you  find  the  file,  quit  Mail,  drag  the  bundle  in  the  active 
Bundles  folder,  and  open  its  info.plist  file  in  a  plain-text  editor. 

(In  some  cases,  you’ll  have  to  Control-click  on  the  bundle  file 
itself  and  then  select  Show  Package  Contents  from  the 
contextual  menu  to  find  the  info.plist  file.)  Then  in  the  info.plist 
file,  find  the  string  SupportedPluginCompatibilityUUIDs. 
Below  that,  you  should  see  a  list  of  strings  that  look  like  the 
UUIDs  you  found  for  Mail  and  Message.framework.  Following 
the  same  format  as  those  other  strings,  add  the  UUIDs  for  the 
new  version  of  Mail.  Save  the  file  and  then  restart  Mail,  and  your 
bundle  should  be  back  in  business.

Copy  Calculations  from  Spotlight 

File  this  one  under  “It  seems  so  obvious, 
but  did  you  know?”: 

As  you  probably  do  know,  Spotlight 
can  serve  as  a  calculator.  If,  for  example, 
you  enter  100+4  in  the  Spotlight  query 
box  and  press  Return,  you’ll  get  the 
usual  list  of  Spotlight  results.  At  the  top 
of  the  list  is  a  result  from  Calculator, 
100+4  =  104.  (The  Spotlight  calculator 
supports  a  variety  of  math  functions 
and  constants,  including  sqrt,  log,  pi, 
and  more.) 

What  you  might  not  know  is  that  with 
this  Calculator  result  highlighted,  you 
can  press  3£-C  to  copy  the  result  of  the 
calculation  to  the  Clipboard.  From  there, 
you  can  paste  it  wherever  you  like.  This 
works  with  other  kinds  of  Spotlight 
results,  too.  Search  for  and  find  a  file,  for 


example,  and  you  can  copy  it  from  the 
Spotlight  results  list  and  then  paste  the 
file  itself  into  a  Finder  window  or  its  file 
path  into  a  text  file. 

Personalized  Labels  from 
Address  Book 

Although  Address  Book  can  print  labels 
quite  well,  the  program  doesn’t  make  it 
easy  to  create  a  label  that’s  addressed  to 
an  entire  family — to  ‘The  Smith  Family,’ 
say — when  the  name  field  in  the  Address 
Book  record  you’ve  selected  contains 
simply  ‘John  Smith’  or  even  ‘John  and 
Jane  Smith.’ 

But  there  is  a  way  to  do  it:  Edit  the 
contact  by  entering  the  family  name  in 
the  Company  field.  Be  sure  to  select  the 
Company  box  so  that  the  record  displays 
the  company  name  at  the  top,  instead  of 
the  first  and  last  name.

Import  iPhone  Clips  into  iMovie 

a  I’m  new  to  Macs  and  can't  seem 
■  to  copy  videos  taken  on  my 
iPhone  over  to  iMovie.  The  Mac  opens 
iPhoto  and  sees  the  videos  as  a  picture. 

Is  there  another  way?

Ah  With  iMovie  ’11,  yes.  This  is  how 
■  it  was  done  prior  to  iLife  ’11:  Shoot 
a  movie  with  your  iPhone  or  fourth- 
generation  (4G)  iPod  touch  and  then 
attach  the  device  to  your  Mac  via  the 
sync  cable.  By  default,  iPhoto  and  iTunes 
open.  iPhoto’s  Library  pane  will  list  your 
iPhone  as  a  camera,  and  its  contents 
will  appear  in  iPhoto’s  main  window. 
Movies  you’ve  captured  with  your  iPhone 
will  appear  as  thumbnails  with  a  small 
camcorder  icon  in  the  bottom  left  corner. 
Import  the  movies  you  want  just  as 
you’d  import  a  still  image. 

When  you  then  launch  iMovie,  it 
will  likely  ask  if  you  want  to  update 
thumbnails  for  videos  in  your  iPhoto 
library.  Click  the  Now  button  to  let 
iMovie  do  that.  You  should  then  see 
the  clips  you’ve  recently  imported  into 
iPhoto. 

With  iMovie  ’11,  however,  there’s  a 
more  direct  route.  Launch  iMovie  ’11, 
attach  your  iPhone  or  4G  iPod  touch 
to  your  Mac,  and  click  the  Camcorder 
icon  that  appears  just  above  the  Event 
Library.  In  a  short  while,  iMovie  will 
recognize  the  iPhone  or  iPod  touch 
and  produce  an  Import  From  window 
that  includes  all  the  videos  on  the 
attached  device.  Import  the  clips  just

Aa  The  iBooks  app  supports 
■  electronic  documents  in  the 
PDF  and  EPUB  formats.  To  get  these 
documents  onto  your  iPad,  just  drag 
them  to  your  iTunes  library  and  they’ll 
be  filed  under  Books  in  iTunes’  Source 
list.  Once  they  are,  you  can  select  them 
for  syncing  in  the  Books  tab  that 
appears  when  you  connect  your  iPad 
to  your  Mac. 

For  those  e-books  that  aren’t  available 
in  these  formats,  there’s  Calibre 
(calibre-ebook.com).  This  free,  open- 
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source  utility  can  convert  from  a  wide 
variety  of  formats  (CBZ,  CBR,  CBC, 
CHM,  EPUB,  FB2,  HTML,  LIT,  LRF, 
MOBI,  ODT,  PDF,  PRC,  PDB,  PML,  RB, 
RTF,  SNB,  TCR,  TXT)  to  a  not-quite-as- 
wide  variety  of  formats  (EPUB,  FB2, 
OEB,  LIT,  LRF,  MOBI,  PDB,  PML,  RB, 
PDF,  SNB,  TCR,  TXT).  For  our  pur¬ 
poses,  you  care  only  about  EPUB. 

In  addition  to  its  ability  to  convert 
formats,  it  can  also  rescale  font  sizes, 
detect  and  create  chapters  and  tables 
of  contents,  and  grab  metadata  (title, 
author,  description,  and  cover  image) 
from  the  Web.  Within  Calibre  you  can 
also  choose  to  sync  converted  e-books 
to  your  connected  iPad,  iPhone,  or 
iPod  touch. 

Note  that  Calibre  may  produce  e-books 
with  far-from-perfect  formatting — you 
could  easily  find  pages  with  too  many 
lines  between  paragraphs  and  hyphen¬ 
ated  words  in  the  middle  of  a  page.  If 
you’re  unwilling  to  put  up  with  imper¬ 
fections,  you  should  look  further  to  Sigil 
(code.google.com/p/sigil),  an  open- 
source  WYSIWYG  e-book  editor  that  can 
help  you  clean  up  ill-formatted  text. 

The  Case  for  Affordable 
Adapters 

Qb  I  recently  traded  in  my  old 

■  PowerBook  for  a  MacBook  Pro. 
I’m  travelling  soon  to  give  a  presenta¬ 
tion  and  will  need  to  connect  my  new 
laptop  to  a  projector.  I  see  that  Apple 
sells  two  Mini  DisplayPort  adapters,  one 
for  VGA  and  one  for  DVI.  As  they’re  $29 
each,  I’d  prefer  to  not  buy  both.  Which 
should  I  get?

Aa  If  you  can  carry  just  a  single 
■  adapter,  get  the  DVI-to-VGA 
flavor.  The  quality  of  the  resulting  video 
isn’t  as  good  as  what  you’d  get  from  DVI, 
but  there  may  be  occasions  where  you’re 
presented  with  an  older  projector  that 
doesn’t  support  DVI. 

That  said,  I’d  suggest  that  you  carry 
all  the  adapters  you  need — and  you  can 
do  this  affordably.  Good  as  Apple’s 
adapters  are,  you  needn’t  drop  $58  to 
be  fully  prepared.  For  the  price  of  a 
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Photoshop  Elements  9 
Importing  Issue  I  recently 
upgraded  to  Photoshop 
Elements  9  and,  enthused  with  the 
possibility  of  rescuing  my  poorer 
snapshots  from  the  dustbin,  launched 
Elements’  companion  Organizer 
program  and  attempted  to  import  all 
the  photos  from  my  iPhoto  Library  into 
Organizer’s  bin.  It  didn’t  work. 

After  I’d  waited  about  20  minutes, 
the  photos  still  hadn’t  imported.  Worse, 
Organizer’s  Dock  menu  now  listed  the 
application  as  “not  responding.”  I 
force-quit  the  application  and  tried 
again  with  no  change  in  the  result.  A 
message  thread  at  Adobe’s  support 
forums  suggests  that,  with  very  large 
iPhoto  Libraries,  the  import  might  take 
an  unexpectedly  long  time.  If  I  had  not 
force-quit  and  instead  had  just  waited  a 
while  longer,  I  might  have  ultimately  had 
success.  However,  I’m  skeptical,  as  I  had 
the  same  problem  when  attempting  to 
import  just  one  photo. 

In  any  case,  it's  bad  form  for  a 
program  to  put  up  a  spinning  beachball 
and  become  completely  nonresponsive 
for  long  periods  of  time.  Adobe  claims 
to  be  working  on  a  solution. 

A  final  warning:  When  attempting  to 
work  around  this  issue,  don’t  click  the 
Display  option  in  the  top  right  of  the 
window,  choose  Folder  Location,  and 
then  select  your  iPhoto  library.  If  you  do 
so  in  default  setups  and  later  edit  any  of 
the  imported  files  with  Photoshop 


Elements,  the  modified  files  will  be 
saved  back  to  your  iPhoto  Library.  This 
could  corrupt  the  library  and  cause  you 
to  lose  photos. 


Magic  Trackpads  and  Lazy 
Thumbs  I  had  two  frustrating 
problems  during  my  first  weeks 
of  using  the  Magic  Trackpad.  The  culprit 
behind  the  problems?  My  thumb.  If  my 
thumb  rested  unintentionally  on  the 
Trackpad,  the  device  would  respond  to 
the  rogue  digit  as  if  I  had  selected  a 
Multi-Touch  command. 

In  the  first  instance,  contextual  menus 
occasionally  popped  up  when  I  had 
intended  only  a  single  primary  click.  The 
symptom  was  linked  to  the  Secondary 
Click  option  in  the  Two  Fingers  section  of 
the  Trackpad’s  system  preference.  With 
this  option  enabled,  if  my  thumb  rested 
on  the  Trackpad  when  I  clicked  the  device 
with  my  index  finger,  the  action  was 
interpreted  as  a  “secondary  click”— bring¬ 
ing  up  the  contextual  menu.  Rather  than 
attempting  to  retrain  my  brain  to  be  more 
careful  about  where  I  put  my  thumb,  I 
disabled  the  option.  I  now  depend  on  a 
Control-click  (or  the  One  Finger 
Secondary  Click  In  Bottom  Right  Corner) 
to  bring  up  the  contextual  menu.

both  a  DVI  and  a  VGA  adapter  from 
MonoPrice.com  (www.monoprice.com). 
As  I  write  this  the  company’s  Mini 
DisplayPort  to  DVI  Adapter  is  just 
$7.65.  The  Mini  DisplayPort  to  VGA 
Adapter  is  more  expensive  at  $18.36. 
I’ve  used  each  one  and  have  yet  to  have 
a  problem  with  them. 

While  you’re  shopping,  also  consider 
purchasing  MonoPrice’s  $7.65  Mini 
DisplayPort  to  HDMI  adapter  and  an 
HDMI  cable.  It’s  possible  that  you’ll 
encounter  a  late-model  multimedia 


projector  that  has  such  a  port.  Best  to  be 
fully  prepared. 

Cures  for  a  Funky  Keychain 

Qb  Something  about  Keychain 
■  Access  on  my  Mac  is  messed 
up.  I’d  like  to  delete  Keychain  Access 
and  reinstall  a  fresh  copy.  How  do  I 
do  this?

Am  You’re  putting  the  cart  before  the 
■  horse.  Before  tossing  out  the 
Keychain  Access  application  I’d  run 
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through  the  steps  necessary  to  cure 
whatever  ails  your  keychain. 

The  first  step  is  to  launch  Keychain 
Access  and,  from  the  Keychain  Access 
menu,  choose  Keychain  First  Aid.  In 
the  same-named  window  that 
appears,  make  sure  the  Verify 
option  is  enabled,  enter  your 
administrator  username  and 
password,  and  click  the  Start 
button.  If  any  entries  appear 
in  red,  click  the  Repair 
button  and  click  Start  again. 

With  a  measure  of  luck,  the 
red  entries  disappear  and 
you’re  left  with  nothing  but 
black  entries  and 
keychains  that  perform  as 
they  should. 

If  this  doesn’t  happen  and  you  con¬ 
tinue  to  have  keychain  problems,  quit 
Keychain  Access,  go  to  youruse  folder/ 
Library/Preferences,  and  move  the 
com.apple.keychainaccess.plist  file  to  the 
desktop.  This  is  Keychain  Access’s 
preference  file.  If  it’s  corrupt,  it  could  be 
causing  the  problems  you  experience. 
You  needn’t  fear  losing  the  data  stored  in 


your  keychain,  as  this  file  doesn’t  contain 
any  of  your  keychain  data. 

Still  having  problems?  If  it’s  only 
specific  items  that  are  causing  you  grief, 
open  Keychain  Access  and  use  the  Search 
field  to  locate  related  items.  For 
\  example,  if  you’re  having  MobileMe 
login  problems,  search  for  .  mac  in 
Keychain  Access’s  Search  field  and 
delete  those  entries. 

No  luck?  If  you  have  a  backup 
of  your  keychains  (as  you  would 
if  you’ve  run  Time  Machine), 
quit  Keychain  Access  and  locate 
those  backed-up  keychains 
(found  in  youruserfolder/ 
Library/Keychains).  Try 
substituting  them  for  your  current 
keychain  files  (move  the  current  ones  to 
the  desktop  in  case  you  need  them  later). 

If  that  does  no  good  (though  I’m  not 
sure  why  it  wouldn’t),  launch  Keychain 
Access,  choose  Preferences  from  the 
Keychain  Access  menu,  and,  in  the 
General  tab  of  the  resulting  window, 
click  the  Reset  My  Default  Keychain 
button.  You’ll  be  prompted  for  your 
administrator  password.  When  you 


choose  this  option,  your  old  default 
keychain  (which  is  likely  the  “login” 
keychain)  is  renamed  and  a  new,  empty 
login  keychain  is  created.  You  do  this 
simply  to  get  a  fresh  start.  All  your  old 
keychain  entries  will  be  gone,  so  we’ll 
hope  you’ve  written  down  your  pass¬ 
words  and  login  information  so  that  you 
can  reenter  them  when  prompted. 

If  you’ve  failed  to  write  them  down  and 
you’re  the  adventurous  type,  you  could  try 
copying  keychain  entries  from  your  old 
keychain  to  the  new  one.  To  do  this,  go  to 
youruserfolder/  Library/Keychains,  locate 
the  login_renamed_i.keychain  file,  and 
double-click  on  it.  This  will  launch  Key- 
chain  Access  (if  it’s  not  already  running) 
and  cause  the  login_renamed_i.keychain 
item  to  appear  in  the  Keychains  list. 
You’re  now  at  liberty  to  select  items  in 
the  old  keychain  and  copy  them  to  the 
new  login  keychain.  This  could  be  help¬ 
ful  if  the  old  keychain  itself  was  the  prob¬ 
lem  rather  than  the  entries  in  it.  (Of 
course  if  the  old  keychain  is  that  mucked 
up — as  it  might  very  well  be — it’s  pos¬ 
sible  it  won’t  appear  when  you  double¬ 
click  it.) 
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Tinker  with  the  Finder’s 
Column  View

Aa  Open  a  Finder  window  in  Column  view,  and  double-click 
■  on  the  Resize  handle  at  the  bottom  of  the  window  (to 
the  right  of  the  column  you  want  to  resize).  The  column  will 
expand  to  the  width  of  the  longest  name  in  the  column.  For 
example,  instead  of  seeing  a  cryptic  Macworld...anuary  2011 
you'll  see  Macworld  Podcast  January  2011.  Here’s 
another  trick:  When  you  Option-drag  on  a  column  handle  and 
then  close  the  window,  the  Finder  will  use  that  column  size 
setting  for  every  Finder  window  you  open. 

More?  OK.  Control-click  (or  right-click)  on  a  column  handle, 
and  you’ll  see  three  options:  Right  Size  This  Column,  Right  Size 
All  Columns  Individually,  and  Right  Size  All  Columns  Equally 
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Right  Size  This  Column 
Right  Size  All  Columns  Individually 


Customizing  Columns  A  simple  Control-click  (or  right-click) 
lets  you  quickly  change  a  Finder  window’s  column  widths. 


(see  "Customizing  Columns”).  The  first  option  does  what  I 
outlined  earlier— makes  that  column  the  width  of  the  longest 
name  in  the  column.  The  second  option  does  this  same  thing 
for  each  individual  column  that  contains  items  (so  each  column 
will  be  a  different  size  based  on  the  length  of  names  within 
each  column).  And  the  third  imposes  the  widest  column  length 
on  all  the  columns.

An  iPad  for  Every  Child 

How  Apple's  tablet  has  transformed  a  school 


In  a  1972  paper  entitled  “A  Personal 
Computer  for  Children  of  All  Ages,” 
Alan  Kay  imagined  a  world  in  which 
children  would  use  “personal,  portable 
information  manipulators”  to  read 
books,  create  art,  and  learn  about  the 
solar  system.  We  are  not  there  yet,  but 
we’re  closer  than  we’ve  ever  been.  Since 
January  2010,  my  colleagues  and  I  at 
Cedars  School  of  Excellence  have  been 
deploying  a  new  computing  program  in 
our  school — with  exciting  results. 

Replacing  the  Mac 

Cedars  is  a  small  independent  school  in 
Greenock,  Scotland,  with  105  pupils  in 
Primary  1  through  Secondary  5  (roughly 
equivalent  to  kindergarten  through  12th 
grade  in  the  United  States).  We  have 
always  been  a  Mac-based  school:  When 
we  opened  in  1999,  our  first  hardware 
purchase  was  a  G3  server.  But  while 
we’ve  been  using  Apple  hardware  at  the 
school  for  a  while,  we’ve  never  done  so 
on  the  scale  we’re  attempting  now. 

Before  we  started  this  latest  program, 
we  had  24  Macs  (12  iMacs  and  12 
MacBooks)  for  105  pupils.  The  problem 
was  that  those  machines  were  in  hot 
demand.  Teachers  wanted  them  available 
all  the  time  and  everywhere.  We  never 
reached  the  point  of  fights  breaking  out 
over  the  MacBooks — but  it  was  close. 

In  my  role  as  head  of  IT  at  Cedars,  I 
convened  a  meeting  in  January  2010  to 
discuss  the  situation.  We  thought  about 
buying  more  laptops,  but  nobody  was 
really  happy  with  that:  They  are  heavy 
and  bulky,  and  keeping  them  charged 
and  running  had  been  a  problem. 

We  considered  the  iPod  touch.  It  was 
small,  light,  and  cheap,  with  a  long-last¬ 
ing  battery.  It  had  a  good  Web  browser. 
(Access  to  Web-based  resources  was  the 
number  one  request  from  our  teachers.) 
But  there  were  three  big  objections:  You 
couldn’t  connect  the  touch  to  a  projector; 
it  had  no  robust  word  processor;  and  it 


couldn’t  be  connected  to  a  hardware 
keyboard.  (This  was  in  the  iOS  3.X  days.) 

Then  the  iPad  was  announced. 

The  Safety  of  Undo 

We  have  now  deployed  115  iPads  in 
school — one  to  each  pupil  and  staff 
member.  The  iPads  stay  with  students  all 
day.  Children  aged  10  and  older  can  take 
them  home  at  night.  We  told  teachers 
they  could  get  keyboards;  to  my  surprise, 
none  have  taken  up  that  offer. 

We  manage  and  deploy  the  iPads  as 
school  resources.  That  allows  teachers  to 
plan  their  lessons  on  the  assumption  that 
the  technology  will  always  be  available 
and  will  always  be  working. 

I  had  one  requirement  in  mind  when 
we  were  planning  the  deployment:  We 
wouldn’t  tell  anyone  what  the  iPads  were 
for.  Too  often,  school  computers  are 
bought  for  specific  pedagogical  pur¬ 
poses — video  editing,  podcasting,  or 
simply  learning  about  computers.  We 
didn’t  do  that.  We  simply  made  the  iPads 
available,  without  telling  anyone  what

they  should  do  with  them.  It’s  been 
interesting  to  see  how  teachers  and 
students  have  responded  to  that  freedom. 

The  biggest  early  change  has  been  in 
teaching  art.  Apps  like  Brushes, 
MoodBoard  Pro,  and  Photoshop  Express 
help  children  experiment  with  art  and 
build  confidence.  Children  are  often 
reluctant  to  try  new  things  in  art  class  for 
fear  of  getting  something  wrong.  With 
the  freedom  to  simply  try  things,  with 
the  safety  of  unlimited  undo,  their 
creativity  has  opened  up  dramatically. 
Similarly,  in  English  our  teachers  are 
now  having  to  teach  the  art  of  keeping  to 
a  word  limit  because  children  are 
producing  longer  and  better  pieces  of 
writing  than  ever  before. 

We’ve  discovered  all  kinds  of  uses  for 
the  iPad  that  we  never  envisioned,  all  of 
them  enabled  by  iPad  apps.  For  example, 
we  had  no  particular  plans  to  adopt 
e-books,  but  we’re  now  using  them 
because  teachers  wanted  iBooks 
installed.  We  started  an  iPad  band  just  by 
buying  a  few  instrument-simulator  apps. 

We  are  now  at  the  stage  where  the 
iPad  is  embedded  in  the  way  we  do 
business  at  the  school.  When  we  first 
started,  we  thought  we  could  guard 
against  misuse  by  threatening  to  take 
away  the  child’s  iPad  for  a  day  or  so.  It 
turns  out  that  doing  so  would  now 
completely  break  the  school  day  for  that 
child.  We  might  as  well  make  them  sit  in 
the  hallway  and  face  the  wall  for  the 
entire  day.  I  did  not  expect  that  we  would 
reach  that  point  so  soon. 

Are  there  things  we  wish  the  iPad  did 
better?  Of  course.  Is  there  another 
computing  device  that  meets  our  needs 
more  fully?  Not  right  now.  The  iPad  has 
transformed  our  school,  and  we  have 
only  begun  to  find  out  what’s  possible.
